Wo piihlished yesterday in full the important 
decision ol .fudge G. G. Barnard, iu Chambers 
of Uic Supreme Court of this city, on Saturday 
last, in the case of Beatrice Bissell, an infant, 
by her guardian, ag.iinst John B. Bisscll, for 
a limited divorce on tho ground of abandon­ 
ment. 
Tlio defendant admitfed the abandon­ 
ment, but denied the marriage. 
Tho partios 
had been living in Brooklyn. 
The plaintllfs 
case was Unit a marriage having been agreed 
upon between them, and tho usual prepara­ 
tions having been made on her part, she mot the 
defomlaiU (lt«!7)by apiiolntmcat in New York, 
and that while they were riding together in 
a carriage in the Park defendant placed a 
ring upon her finger, saying, “This is your 
wodJing ring. 
We are married. 
We are 
married just us much as Charles is to his wife 
(referring to his brotiier and sietcr-in-law). 
I 
will live with yon and take care of yon all the 
days of iny life as my wife.” That lo this she 
assented, and that accordingly as man and 
wife llicy lived together till his abandonment 
of her in August last; and that s’lortly before 
the abandonment he induced her to sign a 
paper, drawn by him.'^elf, staling that no mar­ 
riage e.er.-iiiony had been p.-i1ormed betwoeu 
Uieni. 
'I’ho defend"it, on his examination, put in 
the plea that h-e never agreed to lake the plain­ 
tiff us his wife ; that it was agrei"’ 
’ 
■ 
live with liitu as I-»'- 
iier olf as Iii.s wife; that ho gave 
her the wedding ring so as to decicve other 
jicoplo and to avoid suspicion, at he feared 
if discovered iu their boarding house that 
they were not iiiiinied they would be Inrned 
out. 
I’liei-e win no protenco that up to the 
time of the alleged marriage the plaintiff was 
not Maineloss in her conduct. 
.In(l¿ü Barnard, after reviewing the ovi- 
deace, the law, tho nuthovitios and the pre­ 
cedents b.mring upon this case, declared him­ 
self satisfied tli.it an actual marriage was 
contracted between the parties, and that if 
Iho defendant, wliilo endeavoring to accom­ 
plish tlio ruin of a virtuous girl, blundered 
into matrimony he has no one but himself to 
blame. 
Tlio .ludgo further remarked that “ if 
the practice is as common as the defendant 
alleges of men passing off their mistresses as 
their wives, and allowing them to bear their 
names without any raarriago contract, it is 
time they sliould learn the risks to which they 
expose themselves in thus trifling with the 
marriage inslitntion and the good order of 
society;” that there should be a decree declar­ 
ing the plaintiff the lawful wife of tho defend­ 
ant, and adjudging a limited divorce and ali­ 
mony, wi'h costs and reasonable expenses. 
.Judge Fithian’s recent decision in the case of 
Diirand vs. Durand is of the same character; 
and tlic.se e.xnmple.s are, at this time of general 
Iawlessne.s3, to be especially commended, and 
they will moot the endorsement of all honest 
men, in view of the good effect they M ill surely 
have as a w.rrnlng to the whole tribe of grace­ 
less adventurers di sposed to “ trifle with the 
marriage inslitntion and the good order of 
societ.v." 
It is high time. Indeed, that, in 
regard fo the marriage inatllntion, tho lino 
should be drsM'ii between tho laws of New 
York and the license of Chicago, and in tliis 
Bissell case we have it broadly and clearly 
defined.

Electiva DyimsacB. 
It U k curlons fact, reflecting the eplrit and 
progress of the present age, that the dynasties 
of the nations of Europe have lost to some 
extent their hereditary character, and have 
become, aireotly or indirectly, elective. 
This 
is a remarkable oonceaslon to the domocraUo 
principle of goTsrument by the people, and 
ehows Low rapidly the feudal Ideas of the 
world are passing nway. 
It shows, too, how 
powerftilly the sucoossful working of republi­ 
can self-government in America is acting upon 
the thoughts and political insHtullons of 
Europe. 
In no country has the pure prin­ 
ciple of domooracy—that the wisest and best 
shall be chosen to govern—been caiTlod out 
yot. 
We havo come nearer to it in’ the 
United States than the people of any other 
country. 
In the early and purer times of 
the republic, when Washington, Adams and 
JolToraon were chosen President, tho people 
did recognlzo and carry out this principle, or 
did even in later times, and now they have 
not forgotten It. 
That, in fact, is the theory 
of the government, though party caucuses, 
convontions and loading men have made the 
electioa of our rnlors subject, in a great 
measure, to political management nnd bar­ 
gains. 
Still the appeal in the end is to the 
voice of the people, and a man is never chosen 
President who is obnoxious to the m.sjority. 
Although the elective principle in government 
has not reached this point in Europe it is 
gaining ground, and monarchs even begin to 
submit tbolr claims to tho national plebiscite. 
The idea or monarchical dogma of govern­ 
ing by divine right was not generally insisted 
upon until tho feudal ages and until the Pope 
of Rome gave the sanction and support of tho 
Church to the dogma. 
It is true tho rlgiit of 
monarchical inheritance had been admitted in 
some countries, and in others had been 
accepted as the most convenient mode of dis­ 
posing of th“ 
lUu¿; Loforo tllO roUdUl 
ages, or even before the commencement of the 
Christian era. 
But generally the right to 
imperial or kingly power was that of tho 
strongest. 
Right and might went together. 
Yet the elective principle was not entirely 
ignored, though in practice it had litllo force ; 
for even the Roman emperors for a long time 
vrent through some form of election, either by 
the soldiers or a certain class of tho commu­ 
nity. 
After Charlemagne had made himself 
master of the Empire of tho West, extending 
from the Baltic to tho Mediterranean and from 
the Atlantic lo the Sarre, the Tlioiss and the 
Oder, and was crowned by Pope Leo HI. In 
St. Peter’s church on Christmas diy of the 
oigUt hundredth year of the Christian era, the 
foundation was laid for the divine right of 
kings under the sanction and support of tho 
Church. 
From the time of this groat emperor, 
too, the feudal system arose and became the 
ally and support of anointed monarchy. 
This 
was the nature of government over the nations 
of Europe for nearly a thousand years. 
That 
period has been called the Dark Ages, and dark 
enough they were, for the people were only the 
slaves of their rulers. 
The first really great 
shock this system of government received was 
when Cromwell and his Parliament cut off the 
auolntod bead of Charles tho First of England. 
But feudalism and the divino rights of king.s 
received their deathblow at the latter end of 
the eiglitecnlh century, through the ostablish- 
montof the American ropniilic and the F’rcnch 
revolution. 
These 
mighty events under­ 
mined the system that had ex'istcd a thousand 
years and npheavod society from its very 
foundation. 
However, a reaction came In Europe. 
An­ 
other Charlemagne arose—Napoleon Bona­ 
parte—who had the ambition to establish again 
the Empire of the West. 
Charlemagne was Na­ 
poleon’s prototype. 
Tho aim of both was alike 
and both used the military power to accom­ 
plish their object. 
There is this dllToronco, 
however ; one wos horn to a kingdom and tho 
other was the oft’spring of revolution. 
Na­ 
poleon recognized his position as the offspring 
of revolution, and while he carved out liis 
own astonishing success and future with the 
sword ho always claimed to he the choice of 
the people and tho enemy of tho old dynasties 
and feudal system. 
We all know how futile 
wore the attempts of tho Holy Alliance to undo 
tho work of the great French revolution and 
to restore the divine right of kings after 
Napoleon foil. 
The monarchs and statesmen of 
that day did not comprehend the miglily pro­ 
gress the world had made in a quarter of a 
century. 
They did not iinderstand that it had 
made greater progress in that brief period than 
during a thousand years before. 
The French revolution of 18ta was another 
vast stride toward popular and republican gov­ 
ernment. Louis Napoleon appealed to the vote 
of the French people when he was a candi­ 
date for their ruler. 
Of course he relied greatly 
upon tho prestige of his nanio and the affoc- 
tlonnte remembrance of his uncle by the 
French, but lie proclaimed tho right of the 
people to choose their ruler, 
Tliough he made 
the coup (Vitut and himself Emperor after­ 
wards, and has since endeavored to establish 
personal government, after tlie manner of the 
old divine right monarchs, he has In words 
and theory continued to recognize the right 
of the peojile to govern and to choose their 
rulers, 
Wliilo he is most anxious, no doubt, to 
secure tho throne for his son and to pcrpcliiato 
his dynasty, he begins to see tliat lie must 
popularize his government and rely upon 
tho will of the people. 
In 
this he has 
a most potent heliiniute 
in 
tho Empress 
Eugenio. 
While lie gratifies the vanity of 
France by tho glory he lins brought and is 
bringing to it, and satisfies 
the 
French 
through the material prosperity ho has stimu­ 
lated, the Empress fascinatea them by her 
charming maiinors. exquisite t:t«te and sur­ 
prising tact. 
Both aro working to secure llio 
voice of tlie French people in favor of the 
young prince, tlieir son, when tho Emperor 
sliall close his mortal career. 
I’erhaps tlie 
Empress is doing most botli witli the Frencli 
and with the governrnoiils and i»enj)]e of 
j other connlrios lo bring nhont the result llicy 
i so much desire. 
At least it is evident they 
I recognize llio fact that it is necessary to 
I reKpect the will of (lie people in (im niaUer, 
j So far, llien, the dynasty is elective even in 


Spain (his priuelpio more posi­ 
tively Rcknowleilged, for at this very time tho 
icproseiitatives of the people in tho Cortes are 
voting for a monarch. 
In the case of Greece, 
we holleve, the groat Powers which exercised 
% sort of protecloratf thorn «ubmitled th« 


qoestloif of choosing a king to tho pooplo. 
Though there may be In ouch oaaes » good 
deal of outside Influence exoroieed, the prin­ 
ciple is admitted even by the great dynastlo 
Powers thomselvoa. 
This of itself we regard 
as a rast stride towards popular or republican 
govomments in Europe. 
The people 
reaching a point when t»;;- 
longer be 
sold 6r ir«r,3r5rred like cattle from one owner 
or ruler to another. 
The press, the telegraph 
end steam power are rapidly enlightening both 
mankind at large and governments as to their 
rights and duties. 
In this surprising progresi, 
too, the success of elective and reproaentatlvo 
government in AméMca i» playing an impotv 
tant part, and Is making a powerful impression 
upon Europe. 
This country is the pioneer of 
nations in tho new age, and we may expect to 
see ere long all governments, dynastio as well 
as republican, chosen by the people.

There must bo a limit to these indulgences or 
the uiitsunco will not bo abated or removed, 
althong’i it directly preys upon the health and 
properly of a hundred thousand people. 
Tho 
health of every family and tho value of every 
house and lot within a mile of that fat render­ 
ing concern are depreciated by its poisonous 
odors, and yot tho Board of Health still deals 
in indulgencea. 
The nuisance will havo lo bo 
removed, and the sooner the better.

Last week I sent yon a despatch about Secretary 
Belknap nnd General Sliormau, in which i alluded 
to certain acts of the former which showed him to 
bo a m an of decided character and firmness. For 
some reason or other my despatch has been re­ 
garded as an evidence of an open breach between 
tho War Minister and the General of the Annies, 
it 
would bo unfair to allow such an impression to gam 
ground. Tho truth is that no personal dtmoulty has 
occurroiU It Is morely one of ofiltlal authority. 
General Belknap and General .Siierman are socially 
friends, and good ones at that, so far as 1 am in­ 
formed. 
But oftlclally General Belknap is one of 
those earnest men who believe In having their posi­ 
tions understood, and who know bow to assert an- 
thorlty without giving offence. This Is tne plaluest 
m anner In which to explain tho situation. Belknap 
found orders issued by .‘'hcrraan which he could not 
sanction aud which be, therefore, countermanded 
without regard to persons or places. This he waa 
conscientiously bound to do, or else lay lumrelf open 
to the Impuiatioa of being Borle-lzed. 
It Is curious how my despatch on tlie suhjoct has 
been twisted and tortured into different meamngs. 
Even people employed In the War Department have 
been misled Into the belief that there exists an open 
w ar between Belknap and Sherman; while others 
declare that there has been no coontct, cither per­ 
sonal or ofiicial. 
A few days after the publication of my despatch 
two high ofllcera were dining at Wormloy’s restau­ 
rant. and among other things got to talking about 
the reported difference between Belknap and Sher- 
man. 
•*J say, General, did yon see that arUcio in the 
Hbrald about Sherman getting suubbed by the Sec­ 
retary /” said one. 
“ Yes, Major, 1 did,” said the other. 
"Well” said the Major, ••what do you think of It 
now? Is there any truth m li?” 
“ To be frank with you, Major, and talking confl- 
dentially, of course, there Is something in it. 
In the 
main chat article Is correct. The Secretary has 
cunntermanded the payment of a claim passed by 
Sherman while he was acting as Secretary of War.

te Spanish Throne and Conflicting Span- 


ish Factions. 


Our latest news from Europe regarding 


Spanish affaire seems to imply that the situa- 
tion is more hopeful, that Cabinet dissensions 
have ceased, and that toe young Duke of 
Genoa is to be the successful candidate for 
ths Spanish throae. Some two days ago the 
announcement was made that the Date's 
mother, remembering, no doubt, the fate of 
the late Emperor Maximilian, was utterly 
opposed to her son's candidature. In this she 
was but imitating the example of her royal 
brother, Victor Eznanuel, who would not give 
his consent to the candidature of his son, the 
Dake of Aosta. It appears, however, that 
the Italian Cabinet has resolved to present no 
obstacles to the election of the Duke of Genoa 
to the thronf of Spain, and that infor- 
mation 
to that 
effect 
has 
been 
sent 


to 
the 
Spanish 
government. 
Another 


and not less important announcement Is to the 
effect that 
Admiral Topete, who recently 


retired from the Cabinet anS. ceased to be 
Minister of Marine, in consequence of the dis- 
favor shown to his candidate, the Duke of 
Montpensier, has been elected Vice President 
of the Constituent Cortes. It is really diffi- 
cult to say what is the exact import of this 
election. 


How Iho throne question will be settled is 


not yet clear. It is undeniable tliat it is for 
the interest of Spain that it be settled without 
delay. The Spaniards, and especially those 
in power, ara much to blame for the vacilla- 
tion—the want of a fixed and steady purpose— 
which in this matter they have displayed 
throughout. They have no doubt had diffi- 
culties to contend with; but it was not neces- 
sary that they should drag the crown of 
Charles V. in the dust. Had there been a 
little more dignity the crown would have 
been regarded 
as 
a prize 
and would 


have been coveted 
by many. The de- 


lay 
in 
filling 
the 
vacant 
throne 
is 


no doubt largely due to the influence of Napo- 
leon. It is not our opinion that Napoleon has 
interposed in the throne question in any very 
emphatic manner. His wishes have no doubt 
been made known. But his last experience in 
king making was too painful to allow him again 
ia circumstances so similar to repeat the 
experiment. The Spanish government would 
have consulted its own interests and the 
interests of the people at large had it been 
less obsequious to the imperial ruler of France. 
If it had proceeded at once, after the pass- 
ing into law of the new constitution, to the 
election of a king, the decision of the Spanish 
people would have beea respected by Europe 
and the world, and Napoleon would not have 
dared to interfere. 
As matters now stand 


Napoleon has quite as much cause to regret 
the delay as has the Spanish government, or, 
indeed, any section of the Spanish people; 
for the delicate state of his health, the increas- 
ing strength of the opposition and his strong 
desire to make certain and secure his son's 
succession render the settlement of outside 
questions as speedily as possible an absolute 
necessity. 


As Spain seems bent on having a king we 


have no reason to object to the Duke of 
Genoa. He will, to be sure, be a helpless 
boy, but his very helplessness may be in his 
favor. It cannot be said, however, that his 
success is yet at all certain. Of all the can- 
didates his chances are, perhaps, the best; 
but his rivals have numerous and powerful 
partisans. The Duke of Montpensier is gtill 
ia the field. Serrano, Topete and the Union- 
ist party generally, which is far aad away 
the most respectable party in Spain, are 
pledged to him. We have seen already that 
Topete's attachment to Montpensier made it a 
necessity for him, on the ground of honor, 


retire from the Cabinet. The fact that 


Sei-ano still remains at his post encourages 
the b»Uef that the cause of Montponsier is not 
yet desj-qrate. Dom Ferdinand of Portugal is 
the only other candidate whose name is 
now meatimed. 
But Dom Ferdinand is 


spoken of no* only as a compromise. The 
domestic relations of Ferdinand, even if hia 
chances otherwise vere better than they are, 
prevent us, from believing that in the event o) 
the Cortes not being aVJe to agree upon either 
of the other two the fejanish people -would 
have him for king. A wife by a morganatic 
marriage, with a stage reputation, could not at 
this stage with much grace be substituted for 
Isabella. If under stress of circumstances such 
a state of thirgs should be brought about the 
revolution will certainly have a very Hlogica; 
conclusion. It is plain to our mind that Prim 
has made up his mind'that Montpensier shaV 
not be elected. Prim knows well that under 
Montpensier he could find no place. It is thii 
which, more than the known opposition of the 
Emperor Napoleon, explains Prim's conduct 
It is this, too, which makes it not improbabl 
that in the event of the Unionists proving toi 
strong he may yet divide the progressive party 
carry a section of them over to the ranks o 
the republicans, remain at the head, of th 


irmy and thus domiaate the situation. Tho 
election* of Topete to the vice presidency of 
he Constituent Cortes, if it means anything, 
means this—that ia the National Assembly 
here is large Unionist force. 


Now that the ecclesiastical estimates dim-

We published yesterday in full the important 
ecision ot Judge G. G. Barnard, in Chambers 
f the Supreme Court of this city, on Saturday 
last, in the case of Beatrice Bissell, an ialant, 
y her guardian, against John B. Bissell, for 
limited divorce on the ground of abandon- 


ment. The defendant admitted the abandon- 


lent, but denied the marriage. The parties 
ad been living in Brooklyn. The plaintiffs 
ase was that a marriage having been agreed 
pon between them, and the usual prepara- 
wns having been made on her part, she met the 
efendant (1867) by appointment in New York, 
nd that while they were riding together in 
carriage ia the Park defendant placed a 


ing upon her finger, sayfag, "This is your 
redding ring. 
We are married. 
We are 


married just as much as Charles is to his wife 
referring to his brother and sister-in-law). I 
will live with you and take care of you all the 


ays of my life as my wife." That to this she 
ssented, and that accordingly as man and 


wife they lived together till his abandonment 
if her in August last; and that shortly before 
;he abandonment he induced her to sign a 
iaper, drawn by himself, stating that no mar- 
riage ceremony had been performed between 
hem. 


The defendant, on his examination, put in 


he-plea that he never agreed to take the plain- 
iff as his wife; that it was agreed she should 
ive with him as his mistress and that ho 
hould pass her off as his wife; that he gave 
er the wedding ring so as to decievc other 
>eoplo and to avoid suspicion, as he feared 
f discovered ia their boarding house that 
hey were not married they would be turned 
jut. There was no pretence that up to the 
ime of the alleged marriage the plaintiff was 
not blameless ia her conduct. 


Judge Barnard, after reviewing- tke evi- 


dence, the law, the authorities and the pre- 
cedents bearing upon this case, declared him- 
self satisfied that an actual marriage was 
contracted between the parties, and that if 
the defendant, while endeavoring to accom- 
plish the ruin of a virtuous girl, blundered 
nto matrimony he has no one but himself to 
jlame. Tho Judge further remarked that "if 
;he practice is as common as the defendant 
alleges of men passing off their mistresses as 
heir wives, and allowing them to bear their 
names without any marriage contract, it is 
ime they should learn the risks to which they 
expose themselves in thus trifling with the 
marriage institution and tho good order of 
society;" that there should be a decree declar- 
ing the plaintiff the lawful wife of tho defend- 
ant, and adjudging a limited divorce and ali- 
mony, with coats and reasonable expenses. 
Judge Fithian's recent decision in the case of 
Durand vs. Durand is of the same character; 
and these examples are; at this time of general 
awlessness, to be especially commended, and 
they will meet the endorsement of all honest 
men, in view of the good effect they will surely 
lave as a warning to the whole tribe of grace- 
ess adventurers di sposed to "trifle with the 
marriage institution and the good order of 
society." It is high time, indeed, that, in 
regard to the marriage institution, the line 
should bo drawn between the laws of New 
York and the license of Chicago, and in this 
Bissell case we have it broadly and clearly 
defined. 


The Charter Election—movements of tiie 


Politicians. 


The contest over the prizes to be awarded 


to the successful candidates in the election on 
the first Tuesday in December next is being 
waged with increasing zeal and vigor as the 
final moment approaches. 
The Tammany 


leaders are quietly looking on at the struggle, 
awaiting, before rendering their verdicts, tho 
development of the political strength in the 
separate districts and wards of the various can- 
didates. Tlie sine qua. -non, for a nomination 
to any office by Tammany, such nomination 
being tantamount to election at the polls, is 
political capital, or, what is the same thing, 
the power to control democratic votes. Indi- 
vidual merit and qualifications for the office 
sought aro but secondary considerations in 
making up the slate, and therefore it is only 
on rare occasions we find men of high or re- 
spectable standing in the community enter the 
political arena for any but the very highest 
offices, and then only in submission to the 
pressure brought to bear upon them by their 
fellow citizens. 


The principal contest is over the vacancies 


in the civil and police justiceships. 
The 


candidates therefor are very numerous^ and oa 
the whole all more or less eligible and quali- 
fied to fill the offices for which they aspire. 
The candidates for the coming vacancies in the 
civil courts especially have, by early studies, 
professional predilections and legal experience, 
qualified themselves to discharge the duties of 
justices. This is at the present time very for- 
tunate for the best interests of the people, in- 
asmuch as the Tammany Regency can hardly 
make a mistake in the selection of their nomi- 
nees or their appointees to tho civil justice 
courts. 
It is very different with the police 


justices. 
For the discharge of the duties of 


this latter office no legal training or attain- 
ments seem to be necessary, and therefore any 
ragtag and bobtail of the party who by any 
means acquires an ascendancy in his ward or 
district can press himself into the place. The 
complications which rendered necessary all 
the strategy and political fiaesso of the leaders 
to unravel in connection with the late Senato- 
rial and Assembly elections, and the pledges 
then extorted from them, deprive the Eegency 
of untrammelled action in the selection of this 
class* of candidates. 
This is to some extent 


unfortunate, as there is little doubt the chief 
slatemaker, Peter Bismarck Sweeny, is most 
anxious to commemorate the late triumphs of 
the party by conceding to the citizens the Ions 
wished for but lona withheld boon of having 


presented for their suffrages candidates in 
every respect worthy of their support. The 
struggle over tho police justice vacancies is 
.therefore almost as perplexing to the leaders 
'as was the Senatorial contest. 
A few days s 


more, however, will bring it and the whole 
charter election contest to an end, whon 
peace, it is to be hoped, will once more reign 
ia the councils of Tammany.

Home is perfecting the arrange- 
ments for the Ecumenical Council, while from 
London, strange to Bay, we have a simple 
statement of what the writer alleges will ba 
the moderate, simple proceedings of the mem- 
bers of that most reverend and august assem- 
blage.

Germany and France the public mind was 
still more and more engaged in a considera- 
tion of the Roman Council and a canvass of its 
probable influence and results. Paris presents 
itself in its peculiar character of a world of 
lite nourishing within the ordinary world— 
speaking of love, murder, religion, democracy 
and mobocracy, with the watchful eye of 
imperialism over all. 
The King of Prussia 


complimented Scotland by specially presenting 
to the municipality and people of Peterhead a 
memorial monument in honor of tho late Field 
Marshal Keith. 
The correspondence which 


took place on this interesting occasion IB also 
given. From British India come wretchedly 
doleM accounts of the miseries produced by 
the sword of Warren Hastings, with a con- 
firmation of tho news of Doctor Livingstone's 
safety. So that we may, with very great justice 
and a very considerable amount of that honor- 
able legitimate pride which ever results from 
successful enterprise, conclude our remarks by 
calling attention to the manner in which 
Europe, Asia, tho Spanish West Indies and

NAPOLEON'S NEW POLICY.—The Emperor 


of the French has shown good sense in not 
disturbing the recent public demonstrations in 
Paris. He has finally seen that the people 
must have more liberty of action, and though 
he has all the necessary power at hand to 
crush any actual violation of the peace, he 
does not object to their giving vent to their 
feelings. In fact, he has substituted the 
policy of repression for that of suppression. 
The great object to be gained by Napoleon is 
to make the French nation clearly understand 
that his government depends upon its support. 
By gaining this point ha will gain more than 
by any conquest achieved by the force of 
arms. And by adopting these measures he 
will gain the good will of the people, and may 
also secure the succession of his dynasty.

Elective Monastics. 


It IB a curious fact, reflecting the spirit and 


irogress of tho present age, that tho dynasties 
if the nations of Europe have lost to some 
xtout their hereditary character, and havo 
lecome, Cirectly or indirectly, elective. This 
s a remarkable conoession to tho democratic 
>rinciplo of government by tho people, and 
hoivs how rapidly tho feudal ideas of (he 
world aro passing away. It shows, too, how 
lowerfully the successful working of republi- 
saa self-government in America is acting upon 
he thoughts and political institutions of 
Barope. In no country has the pure prin- 
iple of democracy—that the wisest and best 
shall be chosen to govern—been carried out 
•et. 
We have come nearer to it in the 


Tnited States than the people of any other 
country. In the early and purer times of 
he republic, when Washington, Adams and 
Tefferson were chosen President, the people 
did recognize and carry out this principle, or 
did even in later times, and now they have 
not forgotten it. That, in fact, is the theory 
of the government, though party caucuses, 
conventions and leading men have made the 
election of our rulers subject, in a great 
measure, to political management and bar- 
gains. Still the appeal in the end is to the 
voice of the people, and a man is never chosen 
President who is obnoxious to the majority. 
Although the elective principle in government 
iias not reached this point in Europe it is 
;aining ground, and monarchs even begin to 
submit their claims to the national plebiscite. 


The idea or monarchical dogma of govern- 


ing by divine right was not generally insisted 
upon until the feudal ages and until the Pope 
of Rome gave the sanction and support of the 
Church to the dogma. It is true the right of 
monarchical inheritance had been admitted in 
some countries, and in. others had been 
accepted as the most convenient mode of dis- 
posing of the crown long before the feudal 
ages, or even before the commencement of the 
Christian era. But generally the right to 
imperial or kingly power was that of the 
strongest. 
Right and might went together. 


Yet the elective principle was not entirely 
ignored, though in practice it had little force ; 
for even tho Roman emperors for a long time 
went through some form of election, either by 
the soldiers or a certain class of the commu- 
nity. 
After Charlemagne had made himself 


master of the Empire of the West, extending 
from the Baltic to the Mediterranean and from 
the Atlantic to the Sarre, the Theiss and the 
Oder, and was crowned by Pope Leo III. in 
St. Peter's church on Christmas day of the 
eight hundredth year of the Christian era, the 
foundation was laid for the divine right of 
kings under the sanction and support of tho 
Church. From the time of this great emperor, 
too, the feudal system arose and became the 
ally and support of anointed monarchy. This 
was the nature of government over the nations 
of Europe for nearly a thousand years. 
That 


period has been called the Dark Ages, and dark 
enough they wore, for the people wore only the 
slaves of their rulers. The first really great 
shock this system of government received was 
when Cromwell and his Parliament cut off the 
anointed head of Charles the First of England. 
But feudalism and tho divine rights of kings 
received their deathblow at the latter end of 
the eighteenth century, through the establish- 
ment of the American republic and the French 
revolution. 
These mighty events under- 


mined the system that had existed a thousand 
years and upheaved society from its very 
foundation. 


However, a reaction came in Europe. 
An- 


other Charlemagne arose—Napolooa Bona- 
parte—who had the ambition to establish again 
the Empire of the West. Charlemagne was Na- 
poleon's prototype. The aim of both was alike 
and both used the military power to accom- 
plish their object. There is this difference, 
however: one was born to a kingdom and tho 
other was the offspring of revolution. Na- 
poleoa recognized his position as the offspring 
of revolution, and while he carved out his 
own astonishing success and future with the 
sword he always claimed to be the choice of 
the people and the enemy of the old dynasties 
and feudal system. We all know how futile 
wore the attempts of the Holy Alliance to undo 
the work of the great French revolution and 
to restore tho divine right of kings after 
Napoleon fell. The monarchs and statesmen of 
that day did not comprehend the mighty pro- 
gress the world had made in a quarter of a 
century. They did not understand that it had 
made greater progress in that brief period than 
during a thousand years before. 


The French i evolution of 1848 was another 


vast stride toward popular and republican gov- 
ernment. Louis Napoleon appealed to the vole 
of the French people when he was a candi- 
date for their ruler. Of course he relied greatly 
upon the prestige of his name and the affec- 
tionate remembrance of his uncle by the 
French, but he proclaimed the right of the 
people to- choose their ruler. Though he made 
the coup fftlat and himself Emperor after- 
wards, and has since endeavored to establish 
personal government, after the manner of the 
old divine right monarchs, he has in words 
and theory continued to recognize the right 
of the people to govern and to choose their 
rulers. While he is'most anxious, no doubt, to 
secure the throne for his son and to perpetuate 
his dynasty, he begins to see that he must 
popularize his government and rely upon 
the will of the people. In this he has 
a most potent helpmate in the Empress 
Eugenie. 
While ho gratifies the vanity of 


France by the glory he has brought and is 
bringing to it, and satisfies 
the 
French 


through tho material prosperity he has stimu- 
lated, the Empress fascinates them by her 
charming manners, exquisite taste and sur- 
prising tact. Both are working to secure the 
voice of the French people in favor of the 
young prince, their sou, when the Emperor 
shall close his mortal career. Perhaps the 
Empress is doing most both with tho French 
and with the governments and people of 
other countries to bring about the result they 
so much desire. At least It is evident they 
recognize the fact that it is necessary to 
respect the will of fho people in the matter. 
So far, then, the dynasty is elective even in 
France. 


We see in Spain this principle more posi- 


tively acknowledged, for at this very time the 
representatives of the people in the Cortes are 
voting for a monarch. In the case of Greece, 
we believe, tho great Powers which exorcised 
a eort of protectorate thore submitted the 


[uesllon of choosing a. king to the people, 
.'hough there may be in such cases a good 
leal of outside influence exercised, the prin- 
ciple is admitted even by the great dynastia 
?owors themselves. This of itself we regard 
as a vast stride towards popular or republican, 
•overnments in Europe. The people are fast 
reaching a point vrfieu they will no longer be 
sold or transferred lika cattle from ono owner 
or ruler to another. 
The press, tho telegraph 


.nd eteam power are rapidly enlighteningbotli 
mankind at large and governments as to their 
rights and duties. In this surprising progress, 
iOO, the success of elective and representative 
jovernment in America is playing an Impor- 
tant part, and is making a powerful impression 
upon Europe. 
This country is the pioneer of 


nations In tho new age, and we may expect to 
see ere long all governments, dynastic as well 
as republican, chosen by the people.

The Health Board and the Fat Bollnrs. 


We like the emphatic tone, facti, arguments 


and conclusions of the report of Dr. Harris, of 
the Health Board, published yesterday, on the 
garbage, bone and fat boiling nuisances.

Board at last flatly decides that the nasty, yea, 
the disgustingly offensive, establishment at ths 
foot of West Thirty-eighth street "should ba 
forthwith removed to some place which Is aS 
least one mile distant from streets and much 
frequented roads, unless the company can and 
will comply with each and every requirement 
in the conditions and terms of tho Board's per- 
mit." We think so, too, and we think that the 
Board should name a day beyond which thia 
offensive establishment aforesaid will not ba 
permitted to remain in its present locality. 
There must bo a limit to these indulgences or 
the nuisance will not bs abated or removed, 
although it directly preys upon tho health and 
property of a hundred thousand people. 
The 


health of every family and the value of every 
house and lot within a mile of that fat render- 
ing concern are depreciated by its poisonous 
odors, and yet the Board of Health still deals 
in indulgences. The nuisance will havo to bo 
removed, and the sooner the better. 


THE DBAWBAOK: FEATFDS.—From the details 


•we have published of the examination and 
disclosures made in the matter of the large- 
batch of drawback frauds unearthed in the 
Custom House we have reason to expect that 
the guilty parties, principals and confederates, 
and their modus opcrandi and the amounts 
lost to the Treasury -will soon be reached.

flie week was an extremely dull ouo in Wall 


Street, and tho volume of business at the Sock Ex 
change Tar below tlio average. A calculation or 
tue sales of stocks lor the expired portion of the 
year shows a decrease of over seven million shares 
as compared with the corresponding period In 1803. 
The decrease duflug the past six weeks Is propor- 
tionately much larser, the transactions In the earlier 
portion or isoa going to reduce the general average. 
It is not very diiilcult to trace the reason' of tuis 
decline. Tlie culmination of the great bull specula- 
tion of last spring aud summer in the panic of 
September ruined thousands of operators and 
.80 Intimluatcd others that the few ventures which 
have since been made were on a more limited scale. 
Those wlio were in tbe habit of moving live hundred 
or a thousand shares have contented themselves 
with a line of ono or two hundred, while the mag- 
•sates of operations lij,ve lert the market severely 
alone. The great capitalists who were in the lists 
last -winter aud last spring have abandoned the 
field to the smaller speculators and to those brokers 
who. Urea or waiting for orders, Have "taken a 
Zmndred" liere and there to meet current office ex- 
penses, carriage lure and the like. En passant U 
may be

that In one office 


•adjacent to Broad street, where the members 
«1 the firm -were tempted into opening an account 


• for ana carrying a hundred shares now and then lor 
tlie contingency of hj.ck hire, the speculation 
resulted so badly that the account at the end of the 
jear showed a loss of thirty thousand dollars—a 
rather heavy outlay lor the luxury of riding home 
overy night. What little life was left in the market 
after the panio of September was communicated by 
lUe pending dividends on New York Central and 
Hudson River. Kow that the consolidation or these 
roads has taken place the market lias settled into 
chronic dulness. It is liardly probr.ble, however,

was customary for tnc cliques to buy at ttie advent 
of the fall and run up prices as tne railway receipts 
of tue West increased ivllh tile movement of the 
crops. The public, tempted by tho flattering show- 
ing of railway earnings, came in and bought at the 
advance. 
The cliques unloaded, went Bhort and 


then tightened money, which they were th» better 
.able to ao owing to the shipments of currency to the 
West. Tlie stringency In money onset the fact of 
large earnings, and stocks came down with a rush, 
iJow, however, the cliques are at tneir wits' ends. 
The grain movement lias been only spasmodic and 
is now at a standstill. Somehow or other the 
railway earnings maintain a fair average. Tbe 
growth, of railway business In this country is such 
that it Is not dicicuit to keep up the receipts, 
although tho crops are not moving. The money 
market is easy and the abundance of funds In New 
fork at present precludes arUtlcial Influences. 
Here is the puzzle which meets Hie cliques. The 
popular movement is not active. Tlie cliques do not 
care which way the public go so that tuey do some- 
thing. But the public are apathetic. Tiie stock 
Market is dull. Tne cliques are without material. 


The prevailing duluess enabled the cliques to 


effect sonic wlae fluctuations in a few of the leading 
speculative stocks. The market readily yielded to 
tlieir manipulations. Tne most active movement 
•was In Pacitlc Mail, which was forced from 63 to 
64>i. The annual election occurs next Wednesday, 
and much anxiety is manifested to learn who shall 
administer tue atlata of the company in the ensuing 
year. Looking at the enterprise from a general 
standpoint It is easy to understand the course which 
the stock has taken. Its original supporters, fore- 
seeing the daaiaging effect of tue completion of the 
Pacific Railway, stood irom under, and amajority of 
the capital stock has since been floating on the street. 
Several movements have been initiated on the part of 
new combinations to take control of it with a re- 
gard for the desirability of the Investment, when 
the present little pathway of traffic between China 
and California shall have expanded Into a eraud 
-and broad Highway of commerce. The question is, 
•when will the cad of the damaging effect of the 
Paciflo road be reached, and when will the stock 
feel the reviving miluenccs of the transpacific busi- 
ness f Uere lies the problem. When it is solved "it 
•will be easy to indicate tue lowest price aud the 
turning, point for Pacific Mail. 
In the railways 


there was a heavy market for tlie Western stocks, 
owing to the discouraging reports as to the grain 
movement, and Lake Shore was subjected to "bear" 
pressure, which carried it as low as 87«. Erie fell 
off, owing to the proposed issue of convertible bonds, 
and the Vanderbllt stocks declined, because tlio pro- 
ceeds of these convertible bonds are to be devoted 
to tne construction of a narrow gauge on the Erie, 
which would put it in connection wltii the roads west 
ofBuffalo.

"Escapes from Portland" is, or was— 
for, rest it's soul, it's dead—a translation from the 
"Mangenr de Per," a clever play enough In trie origi- 
nal, bat watcd. perlslied or cold and bad treatment on 
its passage Irom the Hoards or the Ambigu Comlciue 
to those of the theatre in Oxford afreet.

abounded in horrors, but the horrors It would seem 
were essential to its existence, and tiie attempt to 
pnll them up or even to tone them down proved 
fatal to the life of the flrama. which, after fretting 
and fuming for just one week upon ilr. Vining's 
stage, has been suddenly withdrawn, to tiie no small 
wonder or the play-going public. Bad as the piece

The daring loais or a young girl known as* Mile. 
Zagrmo, who is only about fourteen years of iic« 
have ror some time excited tue wonder and admira- 
tion of the luibttues of the Varieties theatre 'ihat 
a girl so youthful, handsome aud seemingly artle~s 
should attempt and successfully perform feats on 
the flying trapeze which older performers were 
afraid to undertake inspired the spectators with 
enthusiasm that often broke forth in the wildest ap- 
plause. Mounted upon a bar, hanging twenty-five 
leet above the floor, this beauttlul. child would 
balance hersell, with arms outstretched aud a smile 
upon her face, and then awinEicg In Ions oscilla- 
tions, stand upon one foot, looking more like a 
creature -of the air than a being or the earth. So 
dangerous d:d her performance appear that mauv 
persons predicted ttttt she would lall and break her 
neck. 


Last night tne prediction came very near beinc,.- 
verifled. Mile, zagnno was some through her usual 
trapeze performances, and had come to that part 
where sne stands on one root, with the bar in rapid 
motion, when she lost her balance. She attempted 
to grasp the bar with her hands but missed it, and 
fell headlong upon the floor, iuside of tne orchesira 
railing, striking on hor right hand and breaking her 
wrist. A deep gash, was also cut tu her forehead and 
her shoulder was severely braised. 
. 
A cry of horror arose from the audience as the 
girl fell, and men started up in the wildest excite- 
ment. Every cheek turned as^.pale aa ashes and 
men and women became as tremulous as though 
stricken with palsy. 


On striking the floor near/the bass viol ths girl 
lay still, and it wa» supposed that she was dead. 
Her rather, who had bseu-wntchlng the performance 
from the stage, at onco came forward, and, leaping 
into the orchestra, llfwd up tho HfeltMs form or ms 
aaugluer aud placed' her upon tne stage. Sha was 
then can led belilnd'the scenes and three phvsiclana 
were sent lor. The uiulience nsrc informed, that 
Mile. Zagrmo was only slightly injured, and the 
show went on, two comic songs being iioxl on the 
programme. 


In a raw mlnntes the girl revived, ana was aWe to 
speak. Slio said she felt 110 great pain except m her 
wriai and begged tne docivrs not co disturb her. .No 
other bonea were broken icxccpt at the wrlbt. Such 
ware the statements ol 'iao ushers, but the audience 
was of the opinion taat the injuries were ol a more 
serious uaturo, and considering that the fall was an 
unbroken oae or tweijty-five feet it would be stransa 
If sevoro Internal infurlcs were not the result. 
In some civilized] countries those reckless trapeze 
performances a«> prohibited by law. Why should 
they be permitted nere? Wo call the attention of

SHE FA11EZ EXTRimi!0.\ CASE. 


History of the Cose—Nice Points of National 


and International Iitiw. 


This case is rapidly growing in interest and im- 


portance, and the questions now arising upon the 
writ of habeas corpus granted by Judge Blatchford 
are likely to be matters of national concern. Involv- 
ing asi they do the interpretation of the extradition 
clause !n tne geneial convention with Switzerland, 
ratified in 1853, and which now for the first time is 
to pa°s tlie ordeal of judicial examination. 


TTpan the complaint of the Swiss Consul Commis- 


sioner JTefr ton issued his warrant for the apprehen- 
sion of Perez on the sth of October, 1869; he was 
arrested

On tlie 17th he was brought before Commissioner 
Xewton, and the prosecution, being unable to present 
any evidence of his criminality, requested an ad- 
journment until the 1st of Sovember. A day or two 
after Farez's counsel moved before the Commis- 
sioner lor the discharge of tlie prisoner, on the 
ground that no evidence having been produced of 
his criminality the Commissioners had no power 
under the act of Congress to remand him, or, in 
default of his discDarge, that he have an immediate 
hearing. The Commissioner denied this motion in a 
long and elaborate opinion, which was duly pub- 
lished in the HEHALD. 


On the flrst of November, then, Farez was brought 


before Commissioner Xewton, but the prosecution 
desired another adjournuienf, to enable them to 
translate papers which they saifl had been received 
the same da.--. Under objection and exception by the 
prisoner's counsel, the case was held over to the sth, 
on which day the papers in question, consisting of a 
warrant of arrest issues by Mr. Broassard, an 
exainrmig magistrate at Berne, Switzerland, were 
offered in evidence, but being irapronerly authenti- 
cated the document was ruled out by Commissioner 
J»ewton, objections beats raised by tbe prisoner's 
counsel, me prosecution having no other evidence 
to otlci, requested a postponement-or «»»v dajs, 
thjt tuo document oneren might be sent back to 
bwitzenana to be duly legalized, or that other 
paners might be sent on. To this demand the Com- 
latesioner acceded, and the accused was remanded 
until the 4tu of December to await the procurement 
ol testimony. Ihe prisoner's counsel then offered, 
rattier than accept this delay, to withdraw all objec- 
tions and allow tue paper presented to be admitted, 
but this was not allow ed by the magistrate, and 
Farez returned to tlie Lud'.ow street jail. 
At this stasce the present proceedings were insti- 
tuted. Application lor a writ of habeas corpus was 
matte to Judge Biachlord, who declined to gratic 
it without previous notice being given to the coun- 
sel for tne Swiss government and argument had. 
This was ucci rdiiiKly done, aud on the Slh ol 
November, altar hearing the objections 
urged 
against the jurisdiction of Mr. Kewton and the 
lusuElciency of tae wanant, the Judge granted a 
"habeas."1 returnable on the loth of Soveuiber. 
To appreciate the subsequent proceedings it is 
necessary to know that the main objections taken 
by tho prisoner wore—First, tbaVonly certain com- 
missioners are antliomea by law to institute tjiese 
extradition proceedings, and Coramlssionei Kewton. 
not being designated on the lace of the warrant as 
one of tnose so specially authorized, no jurisdiction 
appeared; and, second, that no such warrant could 
be issued T, ithout a mandate from tbe President 
directing it, ana no such mandate appeared to Jiave 
been laaned. 
On the 10th instant, in obedience to a writ of 


habeas corpus, Maishal Harlow appeared in court 
with the prisoner and respectfully nude return that 
he held him by virtue or a warrant issued the sth of 
October and also by virtue of a second warran 
issued on the Sth ol November, alter tue service 
upon him ol the writ or habeas corpus afoiesald. 
Prisoner's counsel objected to tnat part of the re- 
turn GLttine up a warrant issued alter the date o 
tae n nt and proceeded to discuss the merits of tbe 
first warrant. 
Tlie Judge, however, refused K 
listen to any argument upon tue flrst warrant, re 
marUne that if tiie second warrant were good tucre 
was nothing further to be said. The matter was 
adjourned nvonty lour hours to enable counsel to 
search for flaws, &c. 
Altei tiie lapse ol twenty-four hours, counsel and 
Marshal anil prisoner appeared once more before Mie 
Court, and Farez'B counsel again urged that tlie 
second warrant had nothing to do with the 
case. The Judge, however, again declined to hear 
argument upon it, and the bccond warrant was 
thereupon attacked. The flrst objection was that 
the Presidential mandate said to have been procured 
was merely a mandate from Hamilton Fish, attested 
by the seal of the l>eDiu*raoot erf 6tato, aaxi uot n 
unmaatc from Ulysses S. Grant, with the great seal 
of the nation, whicii, the attorney contended, was 
essential. Tlie once famous case of Kalne, the Eng- 
lishman, argued by Brady aud Bnstced and decided 
by Nelson ana carried to the Supreme Court, was 
cited in support of ttus theory, but failed to impress 
tlie mind of the Court, and the point was overruled. 
This being disposed of tue next objection was tliat 
the wariaut was improper, because the complaint 
on which it was made was insufficient, the iorelgn 
warrant referred to in the complaint being entirely 
inadequate. Tlie Court refused 
to go behind 
the warrant on a habeas corpus, 
remarking 
tliat a eertiorarl was necessary. Ou ttiis point, how- 
ever, the Court stood corrected after a citation of 
authorities, and directing the "counsel to file a tra- 
verse again adjourned the proceeding, declaring 
that tlie cornpluiut aud the basis of it must be exam- 
ined, and il Insufficient the prisoner should be dis- 
charged. A reply was filed and tne complaint In 
question produced, together with the foreign war- 
rani, which, it appears, charges the prisoner with 
an offence Known in Switzerland as "laus en ecrl- 
ture de commerce^' wnile the word in the treaty ia 
merely "faux," which, standing alone, Is equivalent 
to our "forgery;" but, it la contended, being quali- 
fied with the words above, ia a minor oBence, 
not Intended to be comprised. In the treaty. 
The matter is to be taken up again to-day al 
three P, M., when the judge will require testimony 
in regard to ths meaning and definition 01 the term 
faux en feriture de commerce. Tbe judge has de- 
clared it now a very important question, and inti- 
mated to counsel chat it must be presented with 
care, so that a proper decision could be«arnved at. 
If tlie theory of the prosecution be correct, tlie de- 
fence contend bwitzerlaua could demand of me 
United States an offender in a minor degree, while 
tae United States would be powerless to recall from 
the otter side an individual who might have com' 
miuecl a Was onence here.

History of the Cases—The Lcfful Sparring— 


Itlagfutnde of the Interests Involved. 


[Akron, Ohio (November 12) correspondence, Cincin- 
nati Commercial.] 
A commotion of no ordinary character nae pre- 
vailed here for a few days past; growing ont of the 
magnitude of the claims, in the ehape of bonds and 
mortgages and other indebtedness of the Atlantic 
aud Great Western JJailway, and for the satisfaction 
of which an order of court id asked for the sale of 
the road, and srrowrng ont of tne presence of several' 
of the distuienished parties interested In the matters- 
invo.ved in the proceedings, accompanied by the' 
greatest foray of legal talent ever at one time con- 
vened in our Court House, soine of them oeing bright 
stars from the New York and Cleveland bars. 
Jay Gould, who is a Whole show of himself, made 
a grand entree into our city, with a large letlnue, in 
his private car, McIIenry and suite were also here, 
togetlier with a number of milliounaires, one repre- 
senting a foreign financial house, said to be second 
to none, except, perhaps, the Rothschilds. 
Early last spring petitions were Hied by John R. 
Pean and Nathaniel A, Prentlss, representing the 
flrst mortgage bonds, asking for an order of court to 
sell the road, and that Jay Gould and W. A. 
O'Doberty be appointed to act as receivers. 
Pending the proceedings as to sale Gould and 


O'DoSerty were appointed as receivers. 
Subse- 
quently other bondholders and claimants filed peti- 
tions, and other proceedings were had, complicating 
the matter very much, so tnat the flght had as many 
as four or live distinct parties pleading and being 
Implicated.

SHE FA11EZ EXTRimi!0.\ CASE. 


History of the Cose—Nice Points of National 


and International Iitiw. 


This case is rapidly growing in interest and im- 


portance, and the questions now arising upon the 
writ of habeas corpus granted by Judge Blatchford 
are likely to be matters of national concern. Involv- 
ing asi they do the interpretation of the extradition 
clause !n tne geneial convention with Switzerland, 
ratified in 1853, and which now for the first time is 
to pa°s tlie ordeal of judicial examination. 


TTpan the complaint of the Swiss Consul Commis- 


sioner JTefr ton issued his warrant for the apprehen- 
sion of Perez on the sth of October, 1869; he was 
arrested

On tlie 17th he was brought before Commissioner 
Xewtort, and the prosecution, being unable to present 
any evidence of his criminality, requested an ad- 
journment until the 1st of Sovember. A day or two 
after Farez's counsel moved before the Commis- 
sioner lor the discharge of tlie prisoner, on the 
ground that no evidence having been produced of 
his criminality the Commissioners had no power 
under the act of Congress to remand him, or, in 
default of his discDarge, that he have an immediate 
hearing. The Commissioner denied this motion in a 
long and elaborate opinion, which was duly pub- 
lished in the HEHALD. 


On the flrst of November, then, Farez was brought 


before Commissioner Xewton, but the prosecution 
desired another adjournuienf, to enable them to 
translate papers which they saifl had been received 
the same da.--. Under objection and exception by the 
prisoner's counsel, the case was held over to the sth, 
on which day the papers in question, consisting of a 
warrant of arrest issues by Mr. Broassard, an 
exainrmig magistrate at Berne, Switzerland, were 
offered in evidence, but being irapronerly authenti- 
cated the document was ruled out by Commissioner 
J»ewton, objections beats raised by tbe prisoner's 
counsel, me prosecution having no other evidence 
to otlci, requested a postponement-or «»»v dajs, 
thjt tuo document oneren might be sent back to 
bwitzenana to be duly legalized, or that other 
paners might be sent on. To this demand the Com- 
latesioner acceded, and the accused was remanded 
until the 4tu of December to await the procurement 
ol testimony. Ihe prisoner's counsel then offered, 
rattier than accept this delay, to withdraw all objec- 
tions and allow tue paper presented to be admitted, 
but this was not allow ed by the magistrate, and 
Farez returned to tlie Lud'.ow street jail. 
At this stasce the present proceedings were insti- 
tuted. Application lor a writ of habeas corpus was 
matte to Judge Biachlord, who declined to gratic 
it without previous notice being given to the coun- 
sel for tne Swiss government and argument had. 
This was ucci rdiiiKly done, aud on the Slh ol 
November, altar hearing the objections 
urged 
against the jurisdiction of Mr. Kewton and the 
lusuElciency of tae wanant, the Judge granted a 
"habeas."1 returnable on the loth of Soveuiber. 
To appreciate the subsequent proceedings it is 
necessary to know that the main objections taken 
by tho prisoner wore—First, tbaVonly certain com- 
missioners are antliomea by law to institute tjiese 
extradition proceedings, and Coramlssionei Kewton. 
not being designated on the lace of the warrant as 
one of tnose so specially authorized, no jurisdiction 
appeared; and, second, that no such warrant could 
be issued T, ithout a mandate from tbe President 
directing it, ana no such mandate appeared to Jiave 
been laaned. 
On the 10th instant, in obedience to a writ of 


habeas corpus, Maishal Harlow appeared in court 
with the prisoner and respectfully nude return that 
he held him by virtue or a warrant issued the sth of 
October and also by virtue of a second warran 
issued on the Sth ol November, alter tue service 
upon him ol the writ or habeas corpus afoiesald. 
Prisoner's counsel objected to tnat part of the re- 
turn GLttine up a warrant issued alter the date o 
tae n nt and proceeded to discuss the merits of tbe 
first warrant. 
Tlie Judge, however, refused K 
listen to any argument upon tue flrst warrant, re 
marUne that if tiie second warrant were good tucre 
was nolhlng further to be said. The matter was 
adjourned nvonty lour hours to enable counsel to 
search for flaws, &c. 
Altei tiie lapse ol twenty-four hours, counsel and 
Marshal anil prisoner appeared once more before Mie 
Court, and Farez'B counsel again urged that tlie 
second warrant had nothing to do with the 
case. The Judge, however, again declined to hear 
argument upon it, and the bccond warrant was 
thereupon attacked. The flrst objection was that 
the Presidential mandate said to have been procured 
was merely a mandate from Hamilton Fish, attested 
by the seal of the l>eDiu*raoot erf 6tato, aaxi uot n 
unmaatc from Ulysses S. Grant, with the great seal 
of the nation, whicii, the attorney contended, was 
essential. Tlie once famous case of Kalne, the Eng- 
lishman, argued by Brady aud Bubteed and decided 
by Nelson ana carried to the Supreme Court, was 
cited in support of ttus theory, but failed to impress 
tlie mind of the Court, and the point was overruled. 
This being disposed of tue next objection was tliat 
the wariaut was improper, because the complaint 
on which it was made was insufficient, the iorelgn 
warrant referred to in the complaint being entirely 
inadequate. Tlie Court refused 
to go behind 
the warrant on a habeas corpus, 
remarking 
tliat a eertiorarl was necessary. Ou ttiis point, how- 
ever, the Court stood corrected after a citation of 
authorities, and directing the "counsel to file a tra- 
verse again adjourned the proceeding, declaring 
that tlie cornpluiut aud the basis of it must be exam- 
ined, and il Insufficient the prisoner should be dis- 
charged. A reply was filed and tne complaint In 
question produced, together with the foreign war- 
rani, which, it appears, charges the prisoner with 
an offence Known in Switzerland as "laus en ecrl- 
ture de commerce^' wnile the word in the treaty ia 
merely "faux," which, standing alone, Is equivalent 
to our "forgery;" but, it la contended, being quali- 
fied with the words above, ia a minor oBence, 
not Intended to be comprised. In the treaty. 
The matter is to be taken up again to-day al 
three P, M., when the judge will require testimony 
in regard to ths meaning and definition 01 the term 
faux en feriture de commerce. Tbe judge has de- 
clared it now a very important question, and inti- 
mated to counsel chat it must be presented with 
care, so that a proper decision could be«arnved at. 
If tlie theory of the prosecution be correct, tlie de- 
fence contend bwitzerlaua could demand of me 
United States an offender in a minor degree, while 
tae United States would be powerless to recall from 
the otter side an individual who might have com' 
miuecl a Was onence here.

Imoifli tality—Sermon by tUo Ecv. Dr. George 


The Church, of the Hessian was crowded by the 


usual congregation attendant upon Dr. Itepworth's 
ministry. After the ordinary service Dr. Hepworth 
preached on the great anrt all absoiblng suDjeot an 
Bounced as the theme of yesterday morning's dis- 
course, namely, "Iminorta'lty " He selected for bis 
text chapter 1,19, of tne Revelation of St. John:— 
Write the things which thou hast seen, and the things 
which are, and the things which shall be hereafter. 


The crave, aaid tne Doctor, was the consecrated 


property of every household, aud tha tears that wo 
shed upon us groen sod were the prophecy of the life 
to come. There was no flock, however watched and 
tended in which there was not one dead lamb. 
There was no household nowever favored outwardly 
In which there was not one vacant chair. The 
question to which the attention of the congregation 
was abKcd to direct itself that morning was dart, on 
the one side bnt glorious on the other. Though it 
was with aching hearts that we saw sacred aad 
endearing ties rent asunder here and our friends 
pass away into the nearer presence of God, we 
Knew that sometime we should strike palms again 
In our heavenly home. In thinking and speculating 
upon this great question of Immortality the minds 
of men were apt to set tangled and lost In the maze 
of tneir own thoughts. They too often sat under 
the shadow of doubt. If such a man were a shai 
low man be would boast of bis doubts, but U he 
wero a true man they were a great sadness m his 
life. 
Dr. Hepworth then briefly referred to the 
bellels on this subject held by the Epicureans 
and the sadducecs. To-day there would be found 
certain men and certain women who had no founda- 
tion for their faith. Perhaps the circumstances of 
their early life « ere peculiar, perhaps they were op- 
pressed by tiielr dark and dreary eipeileuce, 
which should have given them more faith. It was 
true, however, that there were some souls who 
had strong hopes and aspirations toward heaven, 
while there sprung up at the same time unbelief 
In which they found but little hope. The voice of 
nature, which waa UKe aa Omnipotence, he tnoucht; 
epoke in unmistakable tones of immortality. The 
clarion voice of tne ages that seat its voice to every 
beart and home said that this life was not real; 
the other life was real. If life was a dream we 
were in its midst to-day, tbe grand reality of possi- 
bilities we should know when this body shall put 
its nesh away and shall put on immor- 
tality. If we

that there 
muse ,be a 
mechanical force in the heart, a force that sent tbe 
blood to the extremities of the body. The doctrine 
of immortality was as the heart of human life. 
Un- 


belief, like a giant that pressed upon the body, matt- 
ing that pressure felt at every pore of the human 
system, pressed upon the soul, and, consciously or 
unconsciously, as that pressure was allured on the 
soul, were we made or unmade by it. No man darea 
to take this jump Into tbe dark abyss of unbelief 
Why, if this lliewere all he Knew fun well that It 
was not worth having; and, instead oi grateful 
smiles sent up to Heaven every day, weshould re- 
proach the goodness of God, who had given us the 
powei to live, to icason and to feel, without giving 
us the power 10 be satisfied therewith, I/r. Hep 
worth then very graphically pictured tue harassing 
cares, anxieties, troubles and conflicts of the poor 
man, whose life was a continual labor lor the neces 
slues of the daj; who was panting for a rest 
that did not come and for a peace that was not here. 
The providence of 6od had put the man In that posi- 
tion and it was his duty so to labor that God may 
Impart to him contentment while so laboring, and 


CHIPGH OF THE BlVilE PATERNITY. 


What is BIcant by the Kinat'-om of Heaven- 


Sermon I>v llev. Dr. Chapin. 


At the Church of the Divine Paternity, corn°r of 


Tifth avenne and Forty-fifth street. Rev. Dr. Chapin 
preached from St. John xiv., 16—"Jesus saitn unto 
him, I am the way, the truth and the life; no man 
cometh uato the Father but by me." One great 
characteristic of our Saviour's teaching was that his 
utterances d'd not serve to gratify mere curiosity, 
bat-wens straight to the point. This was sfiKmgly 
illustrated in the case of Nlcodemu-s, whose specu- 
lative Inquiries were all answered by Jesas in that 
direc* manner that left no chance for misconstruction 
or anceuamty. There was a great ana mysterious 
silence anu revelation and nature upon all subjects 
whose investigation could only serve to gratify curi- 
osity, but in the delineation of the great truths of 
Christianity everything was as clear and expressive 
as possible. Christ answers the all-important ques- 
tion of the sonl, but to the new questions constantly 
arming respecting the future existence he is ag 
silent as nature; and yet now with each decade 
there are more attempts to locate and examine, 
with microscopic minuteness, the mysteries of the 
soul and of eternity It was well that this was so; 
for, if w e could be brought into intimate relations 
with the future^ the inspiration we derive from it 
would be destroyed and man~would be even more 
regardless of his destiny than now. 


Oar relations to God involved all OUT concerns on 
earth. Cnnst was the only means of coming to God 
ajd of consummating our relations with Divinity. 
It leqmred n<5 physical effort to come to God, bnt'a 
sincere and earnest consecration of the heart and 
the practice of a pure aad upright life. God comes 
to us in a thousand ways—in the beauties of nature, 
tne blessings of life, tne influence of His spirit and 
the revelation of Himself in the Gospel, and it was 
sad to reaect that so few had come to Him. How 
little did the world appreciate Gou's goooueba 
or apprehend His nearness to humanity There were 
many, it was trne, who intellectually recognized 
mm as the Creator and ituler of the universe: but 
how very few came to Him as a Father with all the 
relationship Implied in that term. Some believea 
that the Kingdom of Heaven was in a particular 
locality to which we might go after death, but that 
was not the true meaning of those words. The 
Kingdom of Heaven included the lives of mankind 
in this world, and tha resurrection not only applied 
to that great event when time shall cease to be, but 
to the new life into which, our hearts must be born 
here on earth. Cnngt had exuibited God as the 
Father of tha whole universe, implying the existence 
of the tenderest relations between God and man, and 
yet there Was a popular Idea which allowed Christ 
to eclipse the Father and regardod God as a dark, 
stern and relentless Deliy. What a mistaken con- 
ception of God was this; what a desecration of the 
emotions and aspirations of the soul Christ was not 
a shield and defence between us and an angry God, 
but the means of bringing us into the closest aud ten- 
derest relationship with an ever "loving Father. 
It was not the amount of new truths tnat gave 
Cltrlstlaulty its power, but theTmngmg together and 
Bpif iiualUIng of them that rendered them elfective 
Truth was eternal and atwavs the same, wlrethT 
uttered by Confucius, expressed in the Talmud or 
taught by the Son of God. Christ was the em- 
bodiment of the truth- Himself tha living, central 
truth of the BlolB, which we cannot avoid or refute. 
Some Christians were like diy, jnlceiess and stony 
fruit, whose religion was all stony and who in their 
petrified hearis only aspired to just enough of right- 
eousness to squeeze their puny spiritual anatomy 
through the gates of heaven, without ever feeling 
one apart ol sympathy for mankind or maidnff a 
single effort ro spread abroad the light and truth 
and love 01 God. Other* depended on thalr oreach- 
ers to point out the details of Christianity. What 
could the preacher Know of Christ more thau is 
given In his ovra life aud teachings? Christ himself 
was tue truth, and beside him all things else Bank 
into insignificance. What was the vastnesa and 
beauty of nature, the mysteries of the planets or all 
the wonders of the universe compared with tma 
great truth of Qhrist? Kothlngbuta shell, bejond 
which God existed, and to whom man. could only bs 
brought by Cnrist>-by loving and following the one 
and all Important truth. Proceeding with an elabo- 
rata discussion of the Influences of truth upon man- 
kind, the speaker concluded with a vcir eloquent 
refeience to tue distinguished men who have passed 
away dining the last week in illustration or what 
life may be and the ability of eaca on earth to exer- 
cise an Influence for eiuendiug the kingdom of God. 


over them all, because she has been established by 
divine authority and He Has promised to ba wltu 
her to the end or time and that even the gates of 
Hell shall not prevail against her.

See now these 
which surround you on every side. See our cnurches 
and our colleges and our seminaries of learning and 
our other institutions. Every year we are erecting new 
churches and commencing new institutions or char- 
ity. And now, at the present moment, you all know 
we are erecting a cathedral which, when completed, 
will be the finest on the Continent. It will be an 
ornament to this great metropolis and a credit to 
those of our own faith who have contributed to Its 
erection, The preacher concluded with exhorting 
all Catholics to show by thsir example and good 
worm their steadfastness in the faith.

Tne Right Rev. Bishop Lynch, D. D., of Charles- 


ton, S. C., was called on yesterday afternoon to con- 
fer the sacrament of confirmation upon 770 candi- 
dates at the Chni eh of the Immaculate Conception, 
tast Ironrteenth street. The candidates were nearly 
all children belonging to the parochial school of this 
church, only fifty adults being included m the num- 
ber confirmed. 


At three o'clock precisely the ceremonies began 


by the entrance or the procession or children from 
their adjoining school room. They entered by the 
vestry door, the crowd outside being too great ro 
admit them by the street entrance. 
Kearly the 


whole botjy of the charch was reserved for tne can- 
didates, only a few spectators and relatives betaa 
admitted, ffhe scene as viewed from 
the 
gallery was very Deautiful and effective, fiom the 
first entrance of the soo white robed girls to tie 
close of the ceremony. The Sisters of Chanty, sii. 
la number, who are the teachers in the girls' depart- 
ment of this school, accompanied their pupils, their 
black habits giving effect by contrast to the long line 
of white-veiled candidates. The puie white of the 
dresses of these young children was beautifully re- 
lieved by their sodality badges of red and blue worn 
as scarfs over their shoulders. With siow and lev- 
erenhai movement they filed In, two by two, and 
streaming through the aisles ailed the vacant pews 
on one side of the church. The boys, conducted by 
their lay teachers, followed, a silver medal on toe 
breast of each distinguishing his sodality.

around outside the rail, the Bishop and his asaa 
tanM advancing to administer the rite.

Last evening an audience of about 200 people as- 


sembled In St. rideili's Catholic church, College 
Point, to hear the Rev. Dr Tarfey, of Jamaica, dis 
course upon the coming Ecumenical Council. Dr. 
Parley Is noted as an able pieacher of some forty 
j ears' experience, and has travelled throuzh 
all Europe, 
preaching 
eloquent 
sermons in 


the mother tonguo of each country. 
As the 


coming 
Council is at present engaging tho 


attention of all denominations the audience fell a 
deep Interest to the discourse, and the reverend 
speaker held them in rapt attention foi more than 
an hour. 
He b.egan by describing the miracles 


worked by Almighty God to prove to the world His 
divinity as the God man. The Catholic Church on 
caith, continued the speaker, symnollzcs Christ 
Himself. He gave to His Apostles all power in 
heaven and on earth, telling; them that whatever 
they should loose on earth should be loosed in 
heaven, and whatever they should bind on eaith 
should also be bound In heaven. God, in His divine 
providence, had decreed the mistress of nations to 
become tha centre and foundation of his faith, and 
had commissioned Peter to eairy out His divine 
intentions. 


The speaker brought t«ara into the eyesof many 
of his hearers by his vivid description of Hie perse 
cutlons the Christians were snljjected to by the 
pagan Powers, telling them that plete, meekness 
and patience had characterized the very outnour- 
Ing of their heart's blood for the revelations of the 
God man for man's salvation. He reviewed the pro 
srresa of Christianity as laid down in traditional 
history for centuries, and was confident in the be- 
lief that Protestantism, like the schisms and heresies 
or the darker ages, might be looked upon as a slgnS 
failure—yes, numbered among the things that were 
Ths enemies of the Catholic (Jharch imagine that to 
tate away the powers of the Pope he is de- 
stroyed and Catholicity perishes. Tnere never waa 
amorecnave mistake in the science of human na- 
ture, lake jt 
away, 
if 
you please, and 
be Js as much Popa as 
when concealed 
In the catacombs 
from 
the 
wrath of 
the 
Cjeaars. The same God tnat existed then exists to 
day The power that established the true Christian 
Church did not establish a rock and foundation to be 
destroyed by the pernicious winds of schisms and 
berlttcs. We. were Sold years ago that the Pope was 
Aati-Chlrst, bnt we have bad many Popes, ana Anti- 
christ has not been pointed out. Without the Pope 
there is no real Christianity, and no mortal man, 
separate Irom his authority, can place his hand on 
his heart anu signm oiear'deflnitlon of faith. He 
who Is not with St. Peter laisot with Christ. He was 
commanded by Chust to fesd His lambs and sheep, 
and to keep them in his custodv. The Pope there- 
fore, as the acknowledged head of the true Church, 
espouses!the principles of St. Peter, and watches 
with an ever careful eye over the flock. When any 
difficulty arises as regards the faith, he convokes a 
council of tne bianops from the four quarters ol the 
glooe to determine the faith as established by the 
fathers. Ths object of the Ecumenical Council is 
not what has been pieviously stated. It has mot the 
power to frame new articles of faith, or to take from 
the 
established law. Jibe r&lth waa througa 
Jeaui Christ, and being sufficient for man's redemp- 
tion for eighteen centuries, could not consistently 
be abrogated or despised at the present age. The 
reverend gentleman held that all history declared 
the infallibility of tha Pope-irEven in the time or the 
pagan peisecatious councils were held, and no 
Sooner had one Pope beet martyred than another 
was consecrated. St. Peter held his councils and 
received the inspired word of the Holy Ghost, ac- 


falth. The enemies or tbe uhurch single out trfp— 
Liberions and Damascus—but by violence tne most 
barbarous tbey Weie forced te ptoolalal what their 
very minds and hearts aohorred. In the fourth cen- 
tury Arius denied the divinity of the God-Man, and 
in the fifteenth century Neatonons denied the mater- 
nity of tbe Mother of God, Botb were escommanr- 
cated by an ScuBSenloaJ church. The Ses of Peter 
is invulnerable, and whoever approaches it contu- 
maciously will be split in fragments.

Ihe following societies composed the procession, 
whica started frfm Pavonla avenue at two o'clock —

societies; rather Matthew Parent Souew, be. 
Joseph's and St. Mary's Temperance societies of 
Hudson City and Honoken, WorSctnemen's Associa- 
tion of Jereey City, Shamrock Benevolent Society, 
Hibernian Society and St. Boniface (German) Benevo- 
lent Society. The pioeession moved 
thronzh 
Grove street, South First, Jeisey avenue, NcwarE 
avenue, Washington street and Grand street, and 
extended fully half a mile in length.

secure the 'greatest talent from Europe for tbe solo 
parts, thus adding an International aspect to tha 
afiair.

Imoifli tality—Sermon by tUo Ecv. Dr. George 


The Church, of the Hessian was crowded by the 


usual congregation attendant upon Dr. Itepworth's 
ministry. After the ordinary service Dr. Hepworth 
preached on the great anrt all absoiblng suDjeot an 
Bounced as the theme of yesterday morning's dis- 
course, namely, "Iminorta'lty " He selected for bis 
text chapter 1,19, of tne Revelation of St. John:— 
Write the things which thou hast seen, and the things 
which are, and the things which shall be hereafter. 


The crave, aaid tne Doctor, was the consecrated 


property of every household, aud tha tears that wo 
shed upon us groen sod were the prophecy of the life 
to come. There was no flock, however watched and 
tended in which there was not one dead lamb. 
There was no household nowever favored outwardly 
In which there was not one vacant chair. The 
question to which the attention of the congregation 
was abKcd to direct itself that morning was dart, on 
the one side bnt glorious on the other. Though it 
was with aching hearts that we saw sacred aad 
endearing ties rent asunder here and our friends 
pass away into the nearer presence of God, we 
Knew that sometime we should strike palms again 
In our heavenly home. In thinking and speculating 
upon this great question of Immortality the minds 
of men were apt to set tangled and lost In the maze 
of tneir own thoughts. They too often sat under 
the shadow of doubt. If such a man were a shai 
low man be would boast of bis doubts, but U he 
wero a true man they were a great sadness m his 
life. 
Dr. Hepworth then briefly referred to the 
bellels on this subject held by the Epicureans 
and the sadducecs. To-day there would be found 
certain men and certain women who had no founda- 
tion for their faith. Perhaps the circumstances of 
their early life « ere peculiar, perhaps they were op- 
pressed by tiielr dark and dreary eipeileuce, 
which should have given them more faith. It was 
true, however, that there were some souls who 
had strong hopes and aspirations toward heaven, 
while there sprung up at the same time unbelief 
In which they found but little hope. The voice of 
nature, which waa UKe aa Omnipotence, he tnoucht; 
epoke in unmistakable tones of immortality. The 
clarion voice of tne ages that seat its voice to every 
beart and home said that this life was not real; 
the other life was real. If life was a dream we 
were in its midst to-day, tbe grand reality of possi- 
bilities we should know when this body shall put 
its nesh away and shall put on immor- 
tality. If we

we 
knew 
that there 
muse ,be a 
mechanical force in the heart, a force that sent tbe 
blood to the extremities of the body. The doctrine 
of immortality was as the heart of human life. 
Un- 


belief, like a giant that pressed upon the body, matt- 
ing that pressure felt at every pore of the human 
system, pressed upon the soul, and, consciously or 
unconsciously, as that pressure was allured on the 
soul, were we made or unmade by it. No man darea 
to take this jump Into tbe dark abyss of unbelief 
Why, if this lliewere all he Knew fun well that It 
was not worth having; and, instead oi grateful 
smiles sent up to Heaven every day, weshould re- 
proach the goodness of God, who had given us the 
powei to live, to icason and to feel, without giving 
us the power 10 be satisfied therewith, I/r. Hep 
worth then very graphically pictured tue harassing 
cares, anxieties, troubles and conflicts of the poor 
man, whose life was a continual labor lor the neces 
slues of the daj; who was panting for a rest 
that did not come and for a peace that was not here. 
The providence of 6od had put the man In that posi- 
tion and it was his duty so to labor that God may

At the Church of the Divine Paternity, corn°r of

lative Inquiries were all answered by Jesas in that 
direc* manner that left no chance for misconstruction 
or anceuamty. There was a great ana mysterious 
silence anu revelation and nature upon all subjects 
whose investigation could only serve to gratify curi- 
osity, but in the delineation of the great truths of 
Christianity everything was as clear and expressive 
as possible. Christ answers the all-important ques- 
tion of the sonl, but to the new questions constantly 
arming respecting the future existence he is ag 
silent as nature; and yet now with each decade 
there are more attempts to locate and examine, 
with microscopic minuteness, the mysteries of the 
soul and of eternity It was well that this was so; 
for, if w e could be brought into intimate relations 
with the future^ the inspiration we derive from it 
would be destroyed and man~would be even more 
regardless of his destiny than now. 


Oar relations to God involved all OUT concerns on 
earth. Cnnst was the only means of coming to God 
ajd of consummating our relations with Divinity. 
It leqmred n<5 physical effort to come to God, bnt'a 
sincere and earnest consecration of the heart and 
the practice of a pure aad upright life. God comes 
to us in a thousand ways—in the beauties of nature, 
tne blessings of life, tne influence of His spirit and 
the revelation of Himself in the Gospel, and it was 
sad to reaect that so few had come to Him. How 
little did the world appreciate Gou's goooueba 
or apprehend His nearness to humanity There were 
many, it was trne, who intellectually recognized 
mm as the Creator and ituler of the universe: but 
how very few came to Him as a Father with all the 
relationship Implied in that term. Some believea 
that the Kingdom of Heaven was in a particular 
locality to which we might go after death, but that 
was not the true meaning of those words. The 
Kingdom of Heaven included the lives of mankind 
in this world, and tha resurrection not only applied 
to that great event when time shall cease to be, but 
to the new life into which, our hearts must be born 
here on earth. Cnngt had exuibited God as the 
Father of tha whole universe, implying the existence 
of the tenderest relations between God and man, and 
yet there Was a popular Idea which allowed Christ 
to eclipse the Father and regardod God as a dark, 
stern and relentless Deliy. What a mistaken con- 
ception of God was this; what a desecration of the 
emotions and aspirations of the soul Christ was not 
a shield and defence between us and an angry God, 
but the means of bringing us into the closest aud ten- 
derest relationship with an ever "loving Father. 
It was not the amount of new truths tnat gave 
Cltrlstlaulty its power, but theTmngmg together and 
Bpif iiualUIng of them that rendered them elfective 
Truth was eternal and atwavs the same, wlrethT 
uttered by Confucius, expressed in the Talmud or 
taught by the Son of God. Christ was the em- 
bodiment of the truth- Himself tha living, central 
truth of the BlolB, which we cannot avoid or refute. 
Some Christians were like diy, jnlceiess and stony 
fruit, whose religion was all stony and who in their 
petrified hearis only aspired to just enough of right- 
eousness to squeeze their puny spiritual anatomy 
through the gates of heaven, without ever feeling 
one apart ol sympathy for mankind or maidnff a 
single effort ro spread abroad the light and truth 
and love 01 God. Other* depended on thalr oreach- 
ers to point out the details of Christianity. What 
could the preacher Know of Christ more thau is 
given In his ovra life aud teachings? Christ himself 
was tue truth, and beside him all things else Bank 
into insignificance. What was the vastnesa and 
beauty of nature, the mysteries of the planets or all 
the wonders of the universe compared with tma 
great truth of Qhrist? Kothlngbuta shell, bejond 
which God existed, and to whom man. could only bs 
brought by Cnrist>-by loving and following the one 
and all Important truth. Proceeding with an elabo- 
rata discussion of the Influences of truth upon man- 
kind, the speaker concluded with a vcir eloquent 
refeience to tue distinguished men who have passed 
away dining the last week in illustration or what 
life may be and the ability of eaca on earth to exer- 
cise an Influence for eiuendiug the kingdom of God. 


over them all, because she has been established by 
divine authority and He Has promised to ba wltu 
her to the end or time and that even the gates of 
Hell shall not prevail against her. Even here in our 
own country, beloved brethren, the history of the 
Church is the history of the mustard seed, it began 
In this locality as a Irttiexraln of mustard seed, sur- 
rounded by thousands who mocked it ana despised 
those who professed It. Aad tet It passed from 
city to city, ana from town to town, and from 
village 10 village and from the village totheconntiy, 
so that now, no matter where you go where this 
country is inhabited, there yon will find temples 
erected to tne honor and glory of God, bearing on 
their summits the sign of ctinst the emblem or our 
redemption. And even here, ia our own city, you 
have seen the growth of the little grain of mustard 
seea. See how it commenced uere bat a very few 
years ago. There were very few temples, almost no 
institutions of learning or of charity. See now these 
which surround you on every side. See our cnurches 
and our colleges and our seminaries of learning and 
our other institutions. Every year we are erecting new 
churches and commencing new institutions or char- 
ity. And now, at the present moment, you all know 
we are erecting a cathedral which, when completed, 
will be the finest on the Continent. It will be an 
ornament to this great metropolis and a credit to 
those of our own faith who have contributed to Its 
erection, The preacher concluded with exhorting 
all Catholics to show by thsir example and good 
worm their steadfastness in the faith.

The candidates were nearly 
all children belonging to the parochial school of this 
church, only fifty adults being included m the num- 
ber confirmed. 


At three o'clock precisely the ceremonies began 


by the entrance or the procession or children from 
their adjoining school room. They entered by the 
vestry door, the crowd outside being too great ro 
admit them by the street entrance. 
Kearly the 


whole botjy of the charch was reserved for tne can- 
didates, only a few spectators and relatives betaa 
admitted, ffhe scene as viewed from 
the 
gallery was very Deautiful and effective, fiom the 
first entrance of the soo white robed girls to tie 
close of the ceremony. The Sisters of Chanty, sii. 
la number, who are the teachers in the girls' depart- 
ment of this school, accompanied their pupils, their 
black habits giving effect by contrast to the long line 
of white-veiled candidates. The puie white of the 
dresses of these young children was beautifully re- 
lieved by their sodality badges of red and blue worn 
as scarfs over their shoulders. With siow and lev- 
erenhai movement they filed In, two by two, and 
streaming through the aisles ailed the vacant pews 
on one side of the church. The boys, conducted by 
their lay teachers, followed, a silver medal on toe 
breast of each distinguishing his sodality. They 
almost fined the other side of the church.

around outside the rail, the Bishop and his asaa 
tanM advancing to administer the rite.

He b.egan by describing the miracles 


worked by Almighty God to prove to the world His 
divinity as the God man. The Catholic Church on 
caith, continued the speaker, symnollzcs Christ 
Himself. He gave to His Apostles all power in 
heaven and on earth, telling; them that whatever 
they should loose on earth should be loosed in 
heaven, and whatever they should bind on eaith 
should also be bound In heaven. God, in His divine 
providence, had decreed the mistress of nations to 
become tha centre and foundation of his faith, and 
had commissioned Peter to eairy out His divine 
intentions.

Cjeaars. The same God tnat existed then exists to 
day The power that established the true Christian 
Church did not establish a rock and foundation to be 
destroyed by the pernicious winds of schisms and 
berlttcs. We. were Sold years ago that the Pope was 
Aati-Chlrst, bnt we have bad many Popes, ana Anti- 
christ has not been pointed out. Without the Pope 
there is no real Christianity, and no mortal man, 
separate Irom his authority, can place his hand on 
his heart anu signm oiear'deflnitlon of faith. He 
who Is not with St. Peter laisot with Christ. He was 
commanded by Chust to fesd His lambs and sheep, 
and to keep them in his custodv. The Pope there- 
fore, as the acknowledged head of the true Church, 
espouses!the principles of St. Peter, and watches 
with an ever careful eye over the flock. When any 
difficulty arises as regards the faith, he convokes a 
council of tne bianops from the four quarters ol the 
glooe to determine the faith as established by the 
fathers. Ths object of the Ecumenical Council is 
not what has been pieviously stated. It has mot the 
power to frame new articles of faith, or to take from 
the 
established law. Jibe r&lth waa througa 
Jeaui Christ, and being sufficient for man's redemp- 
tion for eighteen centuries, could not consistently 
be abrogated or despised at the present age. The 
reverend gentleman held that all history declared 
the infallibility of tha Pope-irEven in the time or the 
pagan peisecatious councils were held, and no 
Sooner had one Pope beet martyred than another 
was consecrated. St. Peter held his councils and 
received the inspired word of the Holy Ghost, ac- 


falth. The enemies or tbe uhurch single out trfp— 
Liberions and Damascus—but by violence tne most 
barbarous tbey Weie forced te ptoolalal what their 
very minds and hearts aohorred. In the fourth cen- 
tury Arius denied the divinity of the God-Man, and 
in the fifteenth century Neatonons denied the mater- 
nity of tbe Mother of God, Botb were escommanr- 
cated by an ScuBSenloaJ church. The Ses of Peter 
is invulnerable, and whoever approaches it contu- 
maciously will be split in fragments.

It is worthy of note that tais is the only 
church bearing that name m the State of New Jer- 
sey. It will be a plain structure, Bnt will afford 
ample accommodations to the parishioners in thai 
quarter. 
Ihe following societies composed the procession, 
whica started frfm Pavonla avenue at two o'clock — 
Laborers' Society, Wortingmen's TTmon, St pat- 
rick's Sr. Petei's and St. Michael's Tempeiauce 
societies; rather Matthew Parent Souew, be. 
Joseph's and St. Mary's Temperance societies of 
Hudson City and Honoken, WorSctnemen's Associa- 
tion of Jereey City, Shamrock Benevolent Society, 
Hibernian Society and St. Boniface (German) Benevo- 
lent Society. The pioeession moved 
thronzh 
Grove street, South First, Jeisey avenue, NcwarE 
avenue, Washington street and Grand street, and 
extended fully half a mile in length. When the so- 
cieties reached the grounds the co8*oursa aroand 
lae building numbered about 15,000 persqoa. The 
ceremony of la}ingvthe stone thin took place, tfle 
officiating clergyman being- attended by the follow- 
ing priests-—Fathers Corrlgan, Graaarn and Da eon- 
clilo, of Jersey City: Father Aanuta, or Hudson 
City; Father Cody, of Hatkensack; Father Kifleen, 
of Newark, and Bather Byrne, of Camden.

Say 
of Aovomner, 1809 (in Roman characters), Pius the 
Muth being Supreme Pontlft; James Roosevelt Bay- 
ley, .Bishop of Newark; Patriot Corrifran, pastor, 
Ulysses S. Grant, .President of the United states, 
Theodore F. Randolph, Governor of tho State of New 
Jersey, and William Clarke, Mayor of Jersey City."

The North German Minister of Comir.srcs issued a

Cairo, at their own expense. The sittings wera to 
"commence on tie 1st November, and the principal 
subject ot discussion will ba the best means of ren- 
dering the Suez Canal generally beneficial." 


A Conference of tee Free Religious societies or 


Kortiiern Germany was held at Brunswick on the 
19th ult., which was attended By the representatives 
of twenty-six congregations. The assembly declared 
their assent to the proposition that bojy and soul, 
force and matter, God and will cannot exist sepa- 
rate from each other. A new petition to the Prus- 
sian Landtag tor the separation of Church and Stat; 
was proposed, aud iTr. Tjhlich "was requested to 
attend the Council of Freethinkers at Xaples as 
delegate of the conference. The assembly resolved 
that in consideration of He "backward condition o;

The reason of this order being countersigned as it 


is lies In the fact that General von Koou Is acting 
temporarily as Premier during the absence of Count 
Bismarck. Tiie expo$e of Prussian finance which 
Baion Vonflerheydt presented last year In the Reichs- 
tag, and Ms beiae left in the lurch by Count Bis- 
inarck, had the eff«ct of undermining his position, 
which on account of his vacillating conduct—one 
day showing a deficit, another talking of a surplus— 
has ever since been rather precarious.

ument m question. Now, ingulied Deputy Miguel, 
lioiv could trie military admlnistratloii be permitted 
to overrule ;t writ duly issued from a civil court? 
Was not iiie commanding officer at Celle, in view of 
such writ, bound to take the instructions of his su- 
penor oillcer at Hanover? Ought not measures to 
bo taken 10 give s,auslaction for this outrage, and 
thereby lemove the general disapprobation, which 
is a cause of rej'oiciug to the enemies of Prussia? 


General von Koon, having expressed his readiness 
to reuly, regretted the occurrence in mild terms, iol- 
lovvecl by an attempt to juaiii'y ins - department. If 
the ground belonged to the military, he said, it was 
no matter of surprise that they should exercise their 
rigut of possession. If the commander at Celle had 
received an order from his supei lor at Hanover he 
was bound to carry It out at all risKs. The question 
was whether the writ of Inhibition had been served 
in time. 
Deputy Miguel had stated the hour of 
eleven A.M.; according to his information it wus 
past noon, arid as the monument was removed at 
hall-past two P. M., lie did not know If the officer 
had knowledge of the writ. He again expressed his 
regrets at the occurrence, but said that no steps 
could be taken until more positive information had 
bean received. 


Several speakers then stated what had come to 
their knowledge. In the removal of the monument 
even tlanoverlau soldiers had to lend a hand, thus 
violating their piety towards their slain comrades. 
Tne commander at Celle actually telecrapned to 
Hanover, and was told to proceed at all hazards, and 
Deputy Schulze-DeUtzsch expressed his utmost sur- 
prise that the Minister of Jubtice was absent when 
so flagrant a dreregard of Prussian courts was in 
question. 
General von Eoon, warming up, ogam 
replied that whether or not a fine was paid to the 
court for violation of its order, the lieutenant colonel 
at Celle had no alternative but to follow instruc- 
tions, which brought to his feet Count Schwerm, a 
national liberal, who gave it as his opinion that the 
mandamus of the court, suoulu hare been obeyed. 
The matter then dropped, 
'Ilia premium lottery loan was nest discussed, and 


a considerable majority voted iu favor of tue mo-, 
tion wlncn declares this financial operation Incom- 
patible with the welfare or the State. 


The cloister airitation has not subsided yet. Meet-

the intent shown lu the Council that will nve 
weeks hen«i assemble In Rome increases rather than 
diminishes as>the time for its meeting draws near. 
Englishmen, asa rule, regard it with the same sus- 
picions eye as the? a0 everything that is not of Great 
Britain—British. AH English and an American Pro- 
testant, although pos^gsing t lie same faith and even 
worshipping, perhaps, Vith the self same forms, are 
two q.uite different beings -n tRe matter of religious 
toleration and religious libfety. The latter ia con- 
sistent, the former'ls not. 
Tl*> American Protestant 


accords to all men the same iJierty of conscience 
and right of private InterpretatiOt wnich lie claims 
for himself. He does not, for lusltnce, believe in 
the dogmas of the Catholic Chnrch, tut he allows 
and admits that catholics have the sa«e right to 
believe lu transubslantiation, In purga«r» or In 
the power of the "keys," that he has to interpret 
Scripture according to his own view and to reject 
tha: the Catholic Church teaches.

can't abide the mass." And so It is with a vast 
number 01 Englishmen, who really believe tuem. 
selves to be liberal. 'Hiey are quite willing to tolerate, 
and even to admire, auy religious denomination ol 
whlcti tney understand the tenets; out they hate 
Catholicism because it is Boiueihlug "ioieign;" 
something which h.is never, in all its ecclesiastical 
polity, submitted to be meddled wuii by the 
btaie; something whicn has us chief head out of 
England, and in whose eyea all mea and women, in- 
ciuuiug even her cracious Majesty (|useu Victoria, 
are, wlicn in the Churcft, eauaL 


Aow in giving you drst a few of the reasons for 


which this Ecumenical council of tlie Catholi 
Cnurclt is convoked by the cniei castor ol tha 
Church, as also in noting for the mlonaauoii of you 
hundreds of thousands of readers what ws may ex 
pect as tne results of that Council, and, lastly, when 
1 give a concise historical account 01 the eisrhteci 
councils of the Catholic Church that have preceded 
the one which is to assemble upon the bth of Decent 
ber—on all these particulars I Intend to treat iny 
subject irom a Catholic point of view, and to look a 
the various reasons and opinions which clash sg 
much upon ail that belongs to theology as loreiga 
to the matter that is belore me. You want (as 
once heard Mr. Wen-, who was a long time editor o 
the London .zveiw, and who -died just as the grea 
American civil war broke out), you "want facts, no 
opinions," irom your correspondents; more partlcu 
larly upon a subject whica is fraught with so inuel 
Interest to a very large number of American cm 
zens, and it is witu facts, and witu facts only, that I 
propose to deaL 


And first, then, as to reasons why tbe Ecumeaica1 


Council, which is to assemble about live weeks 
hence, and which has been, or rather will ba, caiiei 
the "First Council of the Vatican"' has been con- 
voked. Looking at this question, as 1 said be/ore 
from a Catholic point of view, it was impossible or 
next to impossible to avoid, sooner or later, ca'.lmt 
together tue bishops of the Church to decide upon 
many points wmch require settling between the 
civu and the ecclesiastical eoverunieuts of this 
world. For instance, when the edicts of tlie las 
General Council, that of Trent, were promulgated iu 
Europe, the civil Powers of Europe weie ah Catho- 
lic, aud not only had a large participation iu the 
Council itself, but received and accepted all that the 
Council Iiad eaacted. All this is now changed. Not 
only have Eagiaud, Scotland, Germany (tuac is, the 
northern parts and provinces), Denmark, Sorwaj 
and Sweden ceased to belong to the Catholic 
Church, but many of the civil laws and ordmirv 
legal practices of these countries are at direct van- 
ante with tae canon law of the Church. Then, 
again, a vast republican empire—if I mav use to- 
gether two antagonistic words—has arisea on the 
otner side of the Atlantic, and in that liameaso 
country there are many thousands of Catholics 
whose present nosirion as belonging to tnat Church 
oueht to be more denned, and the canon law mat 
binds them ought to be much modliied irom wnat- it 
is at present, Sor must we omit to mention the 
great uatre;! not oaly to everything Catholic, but to 
all that is Christian, which of late has so greatlr

PARIS, Oct. 30,1509. 


The 20th of October, tho day on which, according 


to the reports circulated during the past mouth by 
the stormy petrels of the Parisian press, the empire 
of France was to be shaken to the foundation, has 
passed and gone like its predecessors—m tranquillity, 
From, morn to night I wended iny way through the 
various quarters of the French inetronolia m search 
of an emente, without success. The fact la that the 
Inhabitants of this good city are weary of revolu- 
tions and senseless destruction of property. The 
nightly repetitious of window, Mosque aud lamp 
smashing during the month or June lust disgusted 
everybody, and the shopkeepers were Inclined to 
take the law Into their own lianas if tbe brawlers 
had not been quieted by the authorities. Public 
opinion suppressed tlie celebrated white blouses, 
notwithstanding the belief that the ten franc pieces 
In their pockets were placed therein by Monsieur le 
Prefet de Police. 
Common sense put down that 


which in all probability In former days would have 
ended In barricades aud bloodshed. On Monday last 
the walls of the town were placarded wlta a police 
proclamation which informed the public that every 
precaution had been taken to insure tue maintenance 
of public order. AS It was known that Marshal Ba- 
zaine, of African notoriety, had been appointed to the 
command of the troops, the disaffected experienced 
an uncomfortable feeling that the Chief of the State 
nad no Intention to "ailnco'' matters witli those 
who might be disposed to argue points physically 
with the government. 
The Jfaussmanlzation of 


Pans has etfected much towards the preservation ot 
public order in this city. The long lines of new 
streets aud boulevards are peculiarly adapted for 
Chassepot and cannon practice, and should, unfortu- 
nately, an outbreak ol a serious nature ever occur 
me slaughter will be dreadful. The Figaro has on 
this occasion deserved well from the government; 
for tne whole journal on the 25th was devoted to 
turning the affair into ridicule. 
The first page, 


headed "Journal 
Qfflciei 
ae Dernain," attracted 


universal attention. One hundred and twenty copies 
were sold, and on the following morning the journal 
was selling at fifty centimes. Column after column of 
ridicule amused tlie purchasers until the last page 
was reached. It consisted of a large advertisement 
oi an association, of which the Direoteurs Cferaiite- 
were Charles Louis Napoleon Bonaparte and son, and 
the travelling agent to all parts of the world, JLO Prince 
Xapoleon (Jerome). People laughed and read and 
read and laughed. Even Monsieur le Prefet de 
Police mast nave been inoculated with, the joke; for 
the police notice cautioning the public against dis- 
turbance quoted extracts from the law against pub- 
lic gatherings, signed by Ledru Koilia, Lamartlne, 
Arago and other members of the provisional gov- 
ernment in 1S45. 


We nave been so Pantinized and Traapmannized 


during the past few weeks that an excitement of a 
different nature would nave uecu xuost refreshing. 
Everything On the 26th was, however, distressingly 
calm. It was a wet morning and the streets were 
moddy; those who were out of doors loosed and felt 
uncomfortable, and neither absinthe nor cognac could 
get up any excitement, notwithstanding the well 
known curiosity of Parisians to post themselves 
any wnere where otaera are expected to congregate. 
Drop a sou In a gutter and a crowd will collect; 
should an unfortunate rat take au aiternooa stroll 
he is immeuiately chased by a multitude. In Paris 
there exists a class of politic mongers composed of 
people vno constantly insist ttiat there is '-some- 
thing under ths surface." These political wiseacres 
have for weess shaken their heads most ominously, 
and last Tuesday was tne day fixed on to confirm, 
their prophecies of evil. As u faithful correspondent 
I am bound to confess that these "something under 
tne surface" people have flattened out most mar- 
vellously. 
Except 
on a Sunday afternoon in 
summer, when everybody is out of town, I never 
saw the stieeta more tranquil. 
The only event 
which attracted attention was at llie tfarra-'ks 
Prince Eugene, of which the window's were filled 
• •with soldiers, quietly amokina; their pipes, their 
faces wearing a peculiarly perplexed expression; 
tney were evidently puzzled at being coullnad to 
barracks, and afforded mticlt amusement to the 
civilian in the streets. Witli regard to the precau- 
tions taken by tho authorities, they are easily re- 
counted—the police statlona were occupied by 
troops, tut theatres by police. Two battalions of 
tho VoltUjenra of tho Guard at au early hour took 
possession oi tlio Corps Wglslatif, with orders i;o 
admit none bui deputies and the journalists accus- 
tomed to attend vlie sittings of the chamber.

Kochet'ort made his ofout m tlio -'little press." Al- 
though exiling himself lor political capital, at Brus- 
sels, his place is here, where he is regarded as a ilrst 
class oavJaoaraiei; or a chronicler tu dllect the pep- 
pered throats of our distinguished crowd, which 
never lor a moment quits the Imulemrtl am aaltens. 
The world never heard of llocheiort until he com- 
menced to shine with his jMntcrnt, but the gamins 
of tha boulevard kuew of him long previously, at tho 
very moment ne won his spurs In tue Figaro—then 
belonging to the "little press"—where his talent 
caused him to be regarded irom tne Ilrst as a trump.

The people here, as well as in tne provinces, are 
not so biiiided as nut to see thiugs in that light; and, 
what la more, they seem to be taking their precau- 
tious by according their faith to imperialism rather 
tuau to auarohy and chaos uuder a socialistic re- 
lublic. 


AS the great press boasts the heavy dignity of dis- 
cussing State auairs, it is due that fuller details l;e 
given in regard to tae part it plays m the political 
arena.

HUNGARY. 


Political Uncertainty 
and Uneasiness—Tho 


School QcieaUoii—.lutiiciul and JLeyal lie* 
form—Work for the Legislature—The Knsleril 
Question—Austrian tSjijuiaa of I'reucU Inllur 
ciice In Egypt. 


PESTH, Oct. 2-i, 1809. 


The Jfeus Freie P,-e*e of vienua contains a letter 


which beams as follows:—"A strange feeling has 
come upou the Hungarian people;' paluful doubt as 
o .the future, a lecung as void of form as an 
autumnal log, and at the same time aa sad and 
jlieerless. No one knows what he Is afraid of; no 
me sees clearly an approaching danger. There ara 
merely uncertain forebodings which oppress tha 
leart and which are betrayed by the cry of anguish 
aised by a journal or a politician. The torment, 
lowevcr, is In the uncertainty. An enemy whom 
ne may look m the face can cause no indecision, 
jut against this luiangible something which is 
gnawing at the vitals of the State mere ia neither 
aid nor advice." 


Such is tlio picture of Hungarian artSlrs which tiie 


most influential paper of Vienna gives to the world, 
'hough this description may be strongly coucelvad, 
t cannot be denied tuat mere is much more in 
Hungary at the present time to cause serious reflee- 
ion than rejoicing and confluence. Smce the at- 
empled revolution of 1813 nothing has becu done lu 
lie country. The policy was oue of passive resist- 
uce. The result -is that there Is an endless nuinbsr 
f reforms to be carried out m every department, 
here is yet no national system of schools. Up to 
ho present time schools are under tue control of 
elijjious societies. 
They are Catholic, Calylnlst, 


Jewish, as the case may 
be. 
But thero 


re no schools except those under religious or, mora 
roperly, sectarian influence. Justice ia not ye£ 
eparatod from the administrative power. Corporal 
nmsnment sttil exists. Judges aronotyetrespon- 
ble. The other day I asked tae Minister or Justice 
or information concerning the judicial system of 
10 country, l received as answer that the projecc 
! a new system or practice was to be presented u» 
le Diet during the next few days; that at present 
very thing was m a transition state, ana that ho 
oaid not hope to have anything to show for two or 
hreo months. 
The Ilrst work of tho present Diet Is to uass bills 
eformmg the judicial, system, abolishin^'corporal 
uuisimient, to make a beginning, at least, in. 
rgumaiug 
some 
rational 
system of schools, 
ad to improve ihe banking system of thecoun- 
•y. At present Pesth is in complete dependence 
u Vienna in ail money matters. The opposition 
arty is pushing the question of oanks and will not 
eat till something has bean done. This is especially 
rgent since the Vienna exchange Has. of late, been 
ery fluctuating, and it is both unprofitable and dis- 
grceabie to tue merchants of Hungary 10 be so 
spendeat on the oilier half of the monarchy. A 
eutleman stated to me the other dav that with re- 
ard to tne most Important Institutions and mea- 
ures Hungary was a "tabula rasa!I—that everything 
emams to be done. That for twenty years the poii- 
cs ot Hungary consisted m a passive and sullen 
pposition. 
The Hungarian Diat has real and serious work oa 
and. 
On its success will depend to a very 
reat degree the fiituie of the country. If the 
eccssary reforms arc enacted and afterwards realiy 
arned out tne government may get a fair state 
na hope for prosperity. There is, however, mucn. 
o be struggled against, and so far as I havo been 
bio to observe there Is a tendency among some ot 
Us ablest men of the country, if not to despond, at 
east to consider affairs lu other than a rosy Helm,

The preamble sums op arguments to 
prove such a treaty Incompatible wuii tae sovereign 
rights of a nation. 


The North German Minister of Comir.srcs issued a

tend the international Congress of Hercaanis at 
Cairo, at their own expense. The sittings wera to 
"commence on tie 1st November, and the principal 
subject ot discussion will ba the best means of ren- 
dering the Suez Canal generally beneficial."

Kortiiern Germany was held at Brunswick on the 
19th ult., which was attended By the representatives 
of twenty-six congregations.

ument m question. Now, ingulied Deputy Miguel, 
lioiv could trie military admlnistratloii be permitted 
to overrule ;t writ duly issued from a civil court? 
Was not iiie commanding officer at Celle, in view of 
such writ, bound to take the instructions of his su- 
penor oillcer at Hanover? Ought not measures to 
bo taken 10 give s,auslaction for this outrage, and 
thereby lemove the general disapprobation, which 
is a cause of rej'oiciug to the enemies of Prussia? 


General von Koon, having expressed his readiness 
to reuly, regretted the occurrence in mild terms, iol- 
lovvecl by an attempt to juaiii'y ins - department. If 
the ground belonged to the military, he said, it was 
no matter of surprise that they should exercise their 
rigut of possession. If the commander at Celle had 
received an order from his supei lor at Hanover he 
was bound to carry It out at all risKs. The question 
was whether the writ of Inhibition had been served 
in time. 
Deputy Miguel had stated the hour of 
eleven A.M.; according to his information it wus 
past noon, arid as the monument was removed at 
hall-past two P. M., lie did not know If the officer 
had knowledge of the writ. He again expressed his 
regrets at the occurrence, but said that no steps 
could be taken until more positive information had 
bean received. 


Several speakers then stated what had come to 
their knowledge. In the removal of the monument 
even tlanoverlau soldiers had to lend a hand, thus 
violating their piety towards their slain comrades. 
Tne commander at Celle actually telecrapned to 
Hanover, and was told to proceed at all hazards, and 
Deputy Schulze-DeUtzsch expressed his utmost sur- 
prise that the Minister of Jubtice was absent when 
so flagrant a dreregard of Prussian courts was in 
question. 
General von Eoon, warming up, ogam 
replied that whether or not a fine was paid to the 
court for violation of its order, the lieutenant colonel 
at Celle had no alternative but to follow instruc- 
tions, which brought to his feet Count Schwerm, a 
national liberal, who gave it as his opinion that the 
mandamus of the court, suoulu hare been obeyed. 
The matter then dropped, 
'Ilia premium lottery loan was nest discussed, and 


a considerable majority voted iu favor of tue mo-, 
tion wlncn declares this financial operation Incom- 
patible with the welfare or the State. 


The cloister airitation has not subsided yet. Meet- 
ings have lately been held by workiasmen. and the 
resolutions draited declared that no animosity ex-

Tl*> American Protestant 


accords to all men the same iJierty of conscience 
and right of private InterpretatiOt wnich lie claims 
for himself. He does not, for lusltnce, believe in 
the dogmas of the Catholic Chnrch, tut he allows 
and admits that catholics have the sa«e right to 
believe lu transubslantiation, In purga«r» or In 
the power of the "keys," that he has to interpret 
Scripture according to his own view and to reject 
tha: the Catholic Church teaches. Not so tuo Eng-

'Hiey are quite willing to tolerate, 
and even to admire, auy religious denomination ol 
whlcti tney understand the tenets; out they hate 
Catholicism because it is Boiueihlug "ioieign;" 
something which h.is never, in all its ecclesiastical 
polity, submitted to be meddled wuii by the 
btaie; something whicn has us chief head out of 
England, and in whose eyea all mea and women, in- 
ciuuiug even her cracious Majesty (|useu Victoria, 
are, wlicn in the Churcft, eauaL 


Aow in giving you drst a few of the reasons for 


which this Ecumenical council of tlie Catholi 
Cnurclt is convoked by the cniei castor ol tha 
Church, as also in noting for the mlonaauoii of you 
hundreds of thousands of readers what ws may ex 
pect as tne results of that Council, and, lastly, when 
1 give a concise historical account 01 the eisrhteci 
councils of the Catholic Church that have preceded 
the one which is to assemble upon the bth of Decent 
ber—on all these particulars I Intend to treat iny 
subject irom a Catholic point of view, and to look a 
the various reasons and opinions which clash sg 
much upon ail that belongs to theology as loreiga 
to the matter that is belore me. You want (as 
once heard Mr. Wen-, who was a long time editor o 
the London .zveiw, and who -died just as the grea 
American civil war broke out), you "want facts, no 
opinions," irom your correspondents; more partlcu 
larly upon a subject whica is fraught with so inuel 
Interest to a very large number of American cm 
zens, and it is witu facts, and witu facts only, that I 
propose to deaL 


And first, then, as to reasons why tbe Ecumeaica1 


Council, which is to assemble about live weeks 
hence, and which has been, or rather will ba, caiiei 
the "First Council of the Vatican"' has been con- 
voked. Looking at this question, as 1 said be/ore 
from a Catholic point of view, it was impossible or 
next to impossible to avoid, sooner or later, ca'.lmt 
together tue bishops of the Church to decide upon 
many points wmch require settling between the 
civu and the ecclesiastical eoverunieuts of this 
world. For instance, when the edicts of tlie las 
General Council, that of Trent, were promulgated iu 
Europe, the civil Powers of Europe weie ah Catho- 
lic, aud not only had a large participation iu the 
Council itself, but received and accepted all that the 
Council Iiad eaacted. All this is now changed. Not 
only have Eagiaud, Scotland, Germany (tuac is, the 
northern parts and provinces), Denmark, Sorwaj 
and Sweden ceased to belong to the Catholic 
Church, but many of the civil laws and ordmirv 
legal practices of these countries are at direct van- 
ante with tae canon law of the Church. Then, 
again, a vast republican empire—if I mav use to- 
gether two antagonistic words—has arisea on the 
otner side of the Atlantic, and in that liameaso 
country there are many thousands of Catholics 
whose present nosirion as belonging to tnat Church 
oueht to be more denned, and the canon law mat 
binds them ought to be much modliied irom wnat- it 
is at present, Sor must we omit to mention the 
great uatre;! not oaly to everything Catholic, but to 
all that is Christian, which of late has so greatlr 
prevailed in Italy, where the people are ail eiuiw 
the most devout followers ot Catholicism oi 
else tha 
most 
bitter 
enemies 
of tuo very 
name of the church. Teen again, since the 'last 
Ecumenical Couucilof the Church, there have ansea 
in Europe, aud aiso in America, what are kuoivu as 
the '-principles of 17S9," the luudametital law oj 
which tne source of all power is aukuowlediw.i to ba 
tne noople, and that no emperor, or king, or pries:, 
or president lias any right w hatever to rule unless 
he is accepted ol by the people who are his su^ecis. 
Of course this principle, which Is uiterlv at vjaauca 
with tiie principles of the old cam>u law aul with 
that or the Uivme right ot kings, is m tneorv antag- 
onistic to the spirit of the Carholic Cliurcii. 1 say 
••in theory'1 adviseaiy, for 1 firmly believe it is not 
so ia practice, and m a pastoral letter upon the stu- 
ject of tue Council addressed by Archbisliop j-.ian- 
niasr, the Archbishop of Westminster (wiio is a great 
personal friend of tne Pope), to the clergy of h:s dio- 
cese, 1 flnd these very remarkable words, snov--iu;

PARIS, Oct. 30,1509. 


The 20th of October, tho day on which, according 


to the reports circulated during the past mouth by 
the stormy petrels of the Parisian press, the empire 
of France was to be shaken to the foundation, has 
passed and gone like its predecessors—m tranquillity, 
From, morn to night I wended iny way through the 
various quarters of the French inetronolia m search 
of an emente, without success. The fact la that the 
Inhabitants of this good city are weary of revolu- 
tions and senseless destruction of property. The 
nightly repetitious of window, Mosque aud lamp 
smashing during the month or June lust disgusted 
everybody, and the shopkeepers were Inclined to 
take the law Into their own lianas if tbe brawlers 
had not been quieted by the authorities. Public 
opinion suppressed tlie celebrated white blouses, 
notwithstanding the belief that the ten franc pieces 
In their pockets were placed therein by Monsieur le 
Prefet de Police. 
Common sense put down that 


which in all probability In former days would have 
ended In barricades aud bloodshed. On Monday last 
the walls of the town were placarded wlta a police 
proclamation which informed the public that every 
precaution had been taken to insure tue maintenance 
of public order. AS It was known that Marshal Ba- 
zaine, of African notoriety, had been appointed to the 
command of the troops, the disaffected experienced 
an uncomfortable feeling that the Chief of the State 
nad no Intention to "ailnco'' matters witli those 
who might be disposed to argue points physically 
with the government. 
The Jfaussmanlzation of 


Pans has etfected much towards the preservation ot 
public order in this city. The long lines of new 
streets aud boulevards are peculiarly adapted for 
Chassepot and cannon practice, and should, unfortu- 
nately, an outbreak ol a serious nature ever occur 
me slaughter will be dreadful. The Figaro has on 
this occasion deserved well from the government; 
for tne whole journal on the 25th was devoted to 
turning the affair into ridicule. 
The first page, 


headed "Journal 
Qfflciei 
ae Dernain," attracted 


universal attention. One hundred and twenty copies 
were sold, and on the following morning the journal 
was selling at fifty centimes. Column after column of 
ridicule amused tlie purchasers until the last page 
was reached. It consisted of a large advertisement 
oi an association, of which the Direoteurs Cferaiite- 
were Charles Louis Napoleon Bonaparte and son, and 
the travelling agent to all parts of the world, JLO Prince 
Xapoleon (Jerome). People laughed and read and 
read and laughed. Even Monsieur le Prefet de 
Police mast nave been inoculated with, the joke; for 
the police notice cautioning the public against dis- 
turbance quoted extracts from the law against pub- 
lic gatherings, signed by Ledru Koilia, Lamartlne, 
Arago and other members of the provisional gov- 
ernment in 1S45. 


We nave been so Pantinized and Traapmannized 


during the past few weeks that an excitement of a 
different nature would nave uecu xuost refreshing. 
Everything On the 26th was, however, distressingly 
calm. It was a wet morning and the streets were 
moddy; those who were out of doors loosed and felt 
uncomfortable, and neither absinthe nor cognac could 
get up any excitement, notwithstanding the well 
known curiosity of Parisians to post themselves 
any wnere where otaera are expected to congregate. 
Drop a sou In a gutter and a crowd will collect; 
should an unfortunate rat take au aiternooa stroll 
he is immeuiately chased by a multitude. In Paris 
there exists a class of politic mongers composed of 
people vno constantly insist ttiat there is '-some- 
thing under ths surface." These political wiseacres 
have for weess shaken their heads most ominously, 
and last Tuesday was tne day fixed on to confirm, 
their prophecies of evil. As u faithful correspondent 
I am bound to confess that these "something under 
tne surface" people have flattened out most mar- 
vellously. 
Except 
on a Sunday afternoon in 
summer, when everybody is out of town, I never 
saw the stieeta more tranquil. 
The only event 
which attracted attention was at llie tfarra-'ks 
Prince Eugene, of which the window's were filled 
• •with soldiers, quietly amokina; their pipes, their 
faces wearing a peculiarly perplexed expression; 
tney were evidently puzzled at being coullnad to 
barracks, and afforded mticlt amusement to the 
civilian in the streets. Witli regard to the precau- 
tions taken by tho authorities, they are easily re- 
counted—the police statlona were occupied by 
troops, tut theatres by police. Two battalions of 
tho VoltUjenra of tho Guard at au early hour took 
possession oi tlio Corps Wglslatif, with orders i;o 
admit none bui deputies and the journalists accus- 
tomed to attend vlie sittings of the chamber. The 
Palais do I'luduatrto waa aiso filled with troops. M. 
Kasixui. th« uiaa or tlie day, took tu» train lor 


Belgium at about half-post oue o'clock M. 
Mituful to his engagements, appeared at the loot o 
tho obelisk, on the Place de la Coucorde, and at- 
tempted au address, wUlcli was BUintntvnly teruirnnt 
eil oy tuo disrespeotiui cries of his hearers, some o 
whom threw sous to him. as they would have doui 
to any other itinerant mountebank. The police oill 
cers requested him to move on, and lie did so at a 
rapid rate, without the sous whioli he had earned 
amid tlie jeers of the crowd.

HUNGARY. 


Political Uncertainty 
and Uneasiness—Tho 


School QcieaUoii—.lutiiciul and JLeyal lie* 
form—Work for the Legislature—The Knsleril 
Question—Austrian tSjijuiaa of I'reucU Inllur 
ciice In Egypt. 


PESTH, Oct. 2-i, 1809. 


The Jfeus Freie P,-e*e of vienua contains a letter 


which beams as follows:—"A strange feeling has 
come upou the Hungarian people;' paluful doubt as 
o .the future, a lecung as void of form as an 
autumnal log, and at the same time aa sad and 
jlieerless. No one knows what he Is afraid of; no 
me sees clearly an approaching danger. There ara 
merely uncertain forebodings which oppress tha 
leart and which are betrayed by the cry of anguish 
aised by a journal or a politician. The torment, 
lowevcr, is In the uncertainty. An enemy whom 
ne may look m the face can cause no indecision, 
jut against this luiangible something which is 
gnawing at the vitals of the State mere ia neither 
aid nor advice." 


Such is tlio picture of Hungarian artSlrs which tiie 


most influential paper of Vienna gives to the world, 
'hough this description may be strongly coucelvad, 
t cannot be denied tuat mere is much more in 
Hungary at the present time to cause serious reflee- 
ion than rejoicing and confluence. Smce the at- 
empled revolution of 1813 nothing has becu done lu 
lie country. The policy was oue of passive resist- 
uce. The result -is that there Is an endless nuinbsr 
f reforms to be carried out m every department, 
here is yet no national system of schools. Up to 
ho present time schools are under tue control of 
elijjious societies. 
They are Catholic, Calylnlst, 


Jewish, as the case may 
be. 
But thero 


re no schools except those under religious or, mora 
roperly, sectarian influence. Justice ia not ye£ 
eparatod from the administrative power. Corporal 
nmsnment sttil exists. Judges aronotyetrespon- 
ble. The other day I asked tae Minister or Justice 
or information concerning the judicial system of 
10 country, l received as answer that the projecc 
! a new system or practice was to be presented u» 
le Diet during the next few days; that at present 
very thing was m a transition state, ana that ho 
oaid not hope to have anything to show for two or 
hreo months.

THE CEOSilAPtir OF THE I800H. 


During the late mooting of astronomers in Vienna 
eight leaves of J. K. ScUiutdi'3 new atlas ot the 
moon were submitted to their Inspection aud 
Highly approved of.

Tlie news to the effect that Dr. Livingstone had 


arrived at Ujiji, a town iu the Unyaniiv.ezl'B territo- 
ries, only some 800 miles from the Zanzibar coast, 
has been followed by a further letter from Dr. Kirk, 
the British polilicul agent at Zanzibar, containing 
additional and yet more Interesting items. Since 
the despatch of JJr. Kirk's hurried letter of the 30th 
August lie has conversed as length with the Arab 
iradeis, who brought the verbal request for some 
braady to be forwarded to Ujljr, and has also re- 
ceived a short letter from the intrepid explorer him- 
self, This letter is dated 8th July, 1S6S, from near 
Lake Bansweioo, but only reached Zanzibar the 7th 
September last. Dr. Kirk states that it is very brief 
and he has only transmitted an extract of a few 
lines from it. But this extract, as will be seen, 
contains the most important information. It reads 
asloliows:— 


I may pay that I hare found what I believe to bo the sources 


of t'io ATiic, between ten and tvvelre decrees south, or nearly 
the position assigned to them by I'tolemy. 


Dr. Kirk further writes that "Dr. Livingstone ap- 


pears to have discovered a number of lakes of con- 
siderable size." They are about ten days' march ia 
lengih and like the Nyassa, Tanganyika aad tae Al- 
bert Nyanza, are overhung by lngn mountain slopes, 
which opoa out into bays and valleys aad gullies. 
Dr. Livingstone, however, has not sent on any de- 
tails of these discoveries, and the latter facts have 
been garnered by interrogating the Arab traders. 


All the aavaas of Bombay have naturally been 


employed, since the receipt of the first letter, in 
eacerspeculation as to the m-obabie course which has 
been tiaveraed by tho greaS traveller. 
All the 


conjectures hitherto made by Sir R. Murchison and 
the geograpmc.il societies ara now known to ba 
wrong, aad as there Is no accurate map ia existence, 
even of the country near the Zanzibar coast which 
has been already travelled over by white men, the 
basi? upon which the latest theories ol "the route," 
Ac., are lormed, Is extremely narrow. In fact, not 
one has yet been brought forward which adjusts 
itseli easily to the lew r.icta of Dr. Livingstone's last 
and greatest journey, which are already iu our pos- 
session. We must patiently wait a little loneer. 
until the arrival or the Doctor himself shall clear up 
all our double. 


It is certain, however, that this last "journey of 


exploration" will be richer In tne "fruits of dis- 
covery" than either of the other expeditions. Dr. 
Livingstone has not probably heard or Spete and 
Grant's so-called discovery or the sources or tne 
Nile, and it will be noticed that the lakes, whicn he 
lumseir supposes to be the true sources, are some 
three or lour hundred miles further south than the 
Albert and Yicl orla Kyanza lakes. It will probably 
be now shown that all these vast interior lakes, like 
the great northern lakes or the United Slates, com- 
municate with each olhqr and form a connected 
chain. It is only natural also to suppose that the 
country in ths 
vicinity of 
tiicse new lakes 


discovered by Dr. 
Livingstone will be found 


lo be as fertile aud as well adapted for European 
colonization as that round the lakes of Speke and 
Grant. A flood of light will soon boshed upon the 
"Dossibilitles" of this wonderful land, which not 
very many years ago was generally believed to be 
a barren desert, w no can say that even the present 
generation will not see it develop lato a civilized 
Anglo-Saxon community, with a grand 
future 


of unlimited freedom and abundant material pros- 
perlly? 


The dangers of the Doctor's jonrnev are now com- 


paratively over. 
TJJ iji is only gome 300 miles from the 


coast, and a road, irequented by regular caravans 
and at present, luckily, also quite safe, exists be- 
tween It and the sea. The territories through which 
the Doctor has now to pass are under the rule of a 
friendly Power, and it is not improbable that he will 
accompany tho caravan which was to set out a 
month after the departure of the last. Communica- 
tion between Europe and Zanzibar 13 somewhat ir- 
regular, and it is uuccrtaln whether the Doctor will 
have to come to Bombay or whether he will have an 
opportunity of proceeding direct to Aden. But this 
Is simply a matter of a few weeks; In a couple of 
months at the furthest the great traveller win be 
again among his own people, and on some beaten 
track oi communication with the civilized world.

Tue ujndoo religion is by 110 
means the hideous faith tbat missionaries represent 
it, but irtnaat be confessed that some of its rites and 
inculcated customs are cruel and barteuous. Among 
these, undoubtedly the worst, is the treatment of 
widows. Until the government stopped it ail widows 
were required to "perlormsnttce," or voluntarily 
allow taemselves to be burnt on the same funeral 
pile with the body ol theii-deceased husband. The 
reason of this custom is generally believed to have 
been the prevention ol the poisoning of hus- 
bands by wives, a crime which Hindoo tradi- 
tions state to have been very common prior to

years,

abolition of suttee, the rule has been simply 
to 
deny 
to 
a widow 
the 
privilege 
of 
remarriage. All men were warned that they would 
lose their caste if they married a widow,and the latter 
have been consequently almost comoedad to resort 
to prositutlon for their sustenance. Several wealthy, 
high caste people, however, have lateiy risked ex- 
communication, and have openly married relicts 01 
members oi their own caste. Xhese gentlemen have 
been ituly "outeasted." buc have succeeded by ner- 
slstent agitation m openins the eyes of their country- 
men to tne cruelty and aosurdlty of the old custom- « 
At last the matter has i cached the point or a strug- 
gle betwe.n the old orthodox, party, headed by a 
man named Ganesn Sapuji, auU the men who liave 
yielded to tae arguments of tho reformers, even 
though tteey may not themselves need or wish to

These have also Seen ontcasted by the orthodox 
party, but the excommunicated are now in a ma- 
jority, and there can be no doubt that this particular 
high caste wdl either be altogether broken up or 
else will yield Its assent to the legality of the remar- 
riage of widows, 
A very wealthy and influential 
caste (the daivadnya, or goldsmiths) have as a body 
Riven m tueir adhesion to the reform movement, so 
far as this question is involved. 


Major Glasse, the British officer who has been 
charged with causing the death of a little native 
girl by a criminal outrage, is to be tried on the isth 
instant at the chiel criminal court of the Punjab. 
The general impression is that he purchased the girl 
for immoral purposes iroui her narjnte, and that but 
for her death nothing would have been heard of tae 
affair. Such bargains are not uncommon between 
rich and poor natives; but it is felt to be a great 
scandal that a white man, especially one wearing1 
her Majesty's uniform, ahouid have descended to so 
horrible a crime. 


From the Persian Gulf we have bnt scanty news 
here in Bombay. 
Tne Arabs at Bagdad have been 
vigorously repressed, and at last accounts were sur- 
rounded In a morass. The supposition that they had 
cut the cable was correct. The line, however, has 
again been repaired.

MILITARY NOTES. 


It is very graUIylng to know thjt the members of 


the Sevcnsy-lirst regiment who have the welfare of 
the Eational Qnard at heart—aad they are the 
majority or the regiment—have determined to bring 
to punishment those members who, after the inspec- 
tion on Thursday evening last, conducted themselves 
in such an outrageous manner In tho public streets. 
Atteation was oa Saturday called to the conduct of the 
men alluded to in these columas, not because such 
things have not beeu done by members of other 
regiments, bat simply because the aeveaty-flrst ia a 
regiment which has a reputation that should not 
bo lost by the action or a few men. There are com- 
mands la the militia, sad to say, who do not care a 
pm-a point whether they conduct themselves pro- 
perly or not when la uulform on the street, and 
scores oi the members of which arc met with alter 
drills or entertainments in uniform in places that 
disgrace the uniform and conducting themselves 
as gentlemea should not. 
Exposure to such 


regiments would be nothing. But, to a regi- 
ment like the Seventy-first, denunciation, or tneir 
bad members serves buc to rouse tae good 
members to the work or getting rid of them. The 
adjutant of the command, it is pleasing to note, has 
already signified his laleatloa of haviag the conduct 
of the men who acted so improperly slrted to the 
bottom, la this coaaection It might be suggested 
that if commandants of regiments should give their 
men to underslaad that for nay one of them to be 
discovered in uniform iu a liquor store, or in tee 
street under the influence or liquor, dismissal would 
be the Inevitable result, there would be less of the 
disgraceful scenes in the ,ntreets after drills or mili- 
tary balls, which have of lute become altogether too 
frequent.

There is mncli excitement here concerning the 


political situation in Spain. Though, the ussal care 
ia taKen to keep matters secret, it is understood that 
a telegram was received here oa Sunday evening au- 
nonnciag that Seri-aao had left the regency and Prim 
beea made dictator. Only me voz ae CMa of the 
papers here makes any mention of tne news. In Its 
issue of the stu it says:— "Amoag the rnmora circu- 
la:ed since yesterday to which wo cannot give cre- 
dence is oae that the Regent of the kingdom nas 
renounced his elevated charge. This adds to the 
geaeral aaxiety, and the attention of the public is 
for the moment distracted from the affairs ol the 
island and fixed on the Peninsula. " Following this, 
La, roz strongly deprecates the mystery thrown 
around the political situation, and insists that In 
times like these publicity is much less deleterious 
than silence. 
Following upon this are other 


ramors concerning the establishment of a republic 
in Spain, the antagonisms of the officials ia the 
island here growing out ot tha convulsions at home, 
the probable attempts of the Spanish element here 
to get up an independent government, all tending 
to throw the public mmd iato a state of chaos and 
create the greatest anxiety and alarm. The tele- 
gram referred to pnroorts to come Irom Sefior Don 
Manuel Calvo, a long time resident of this island, 
where tte acquired a large fortune. He has beeu 
for many moatiis in Spaia, and seems to have de 
voted most or his attention to affairs here. At a 
meeting of the Casino Espauol (Spanish Clnb) held 
last evening, the many services or this individual 
were under coasicleratioa and much praise and ob- 
ligation were awarded him. He was spoken of as 
oae who had made a large fortune ia the island "by 
favor ol Providence," which would seem to indicate 
that the Great Ruler loos? favorably upon the slave 
trade, a thing not generally believed. Cy tae way, it 
is more than intimated that the proceedings among 
the patriotic sons of Spaia who comprise this cin& 
are not all of the rose-water oraer, that many of the 
members despair of seemg good emerge from the 
ezistlng convulsions in Spain, and are in favor of 
striking out for themselves, while others regard such 
saatiments as treasonable to the last degree, aad iu 
response cry oat Znsurrectos! which is not compli- 
mentary to a son of the Cid.

THE CEOSilAPtir OF THE I800H. 


During the late mooting of astronomers in Vienna 
eight leaves of J. K. ScUiutdi'3 new atlas ot the 
moon were submitted to their Inspection aud 
Highly approved of. Tiieyare the result of nearly 
thirty years' study, commenced at Hamburg, Eouii 
and Olmutz, and completed at Athens, after the 
astronomer, whose worn; they are, had accepted the 
position of director of the Observatory at that city 
The atlas is to consist of twenty-live plates, which 
are six Paris feet in diameter, twice the alze of 
Lohrmann'a and Madler's lunar maps. Nor is tneir 
Blze the only point lu which they excel the earlier 
work. While only 6,000 craters are marted on the 
latter, from 20.000 to 30,000 are to be found on the 
Athenian map, and a proportionate number of 
mountains, hills, *c., have been exactly determined. 
fcmco the disappearance of tho crater, Linnaeus, 
which was confirmed In 1888, has proved that

Tlie news to the effect that Dr. Livingstone had 


arrived at Ujiji, a town iu the Unyaniiv.ezl'B territo- 
ries, only some 800 miles from the Zanzibar coast, 
has been followed by a further letter from Dr. Kirk, 
the British polilicul agent at Zanzibar, containing 
additional and yet more Interesting items. Since 
the despatch of JJr. Kirk's hurried letter of the 30th 
August lie has conversed as length with the Arab 
iradeis, who brought the verbal request for some 
braady to be forwarded to Ujljr, and has also re- 
ceived a short letter from the intrepid explorer him- 
self, This letter is dated 8th July, 1S6S, from near 
Lake Bansweioo, but only reached Zanzibar the 7th 
September last. Dr. Kirk states that it is very brief 
and he has only transmitted an extract of a few 
lines from it. But this extract, as will be seen, 
contains the most important information. It reads 
asloliows:— 


I may pay that I hare found what I believe to bo the sources 


of t'io ATiic, between ten and tvvelre decrees south, or nearly 
the position assigned to them by I'tolemy. 


Dr. Kirk further writes that "Dr. Livingstone ap- 


pears to have discovered a number of lakes of con- 
siderable size." They are about ten days' march ia 
lengih and like the Nyassa, Tanganyika aad tae Al- 
bert Nyanza, are overhung by lngn mountain slopes, 
which opoa out into bays and valleys aad gullies. 
Dr. Livingstone, however, has not sent on any de- 
tails of these discoveries, and the latter facts have 
been garnered by interrogating the Arab traders. 


All the aavaas of Bombay have naturally been 


employed, since the receipt of the first letter, in 
eacerspeculation as to the m-obabie course which has 
been tiaveraed by tho greaS traveller. 
All the 


conjectures hitherto made by Sir R. Murchison and 
the geograpmc.il societies ara now known to ba 
wrong, aad as there Is no accurate map ia existence, 
even of the country near the Zanzibar coast which 
has been already travelled over by white men, the 
basi? upon which the latest theories ol "the route," 
Ac., are lormed, Is extremely narrow. In fact, not 
one has yet been brought forward which adjusts 
itseli easily to the lew r.icta of Dr. Livingstone's last 
and greatest journey, which are already iu our pos- 
session. We must patiently wait a little loneer. 
until the arrival or the Doctor himself shall clear up 
all our double. 


It is certain, however, that this last "journey of 


exploration" will be richer In tne "fruits of dis- 
covery" than either of the other expeditions. Dr. 
Livingstone has not probably heard or Spete and 
Grant's so-called discovery or the sources or tne 
Nile, and it will be noticed that the lakes, whicn he 
lumseir supposes to be the true sources, are some 
three or lour hundred miles further south than the 
Albert and Yicl orla Kyanza lakes. It will probably 
be now shown that all these vast interior lakes, like 
the great northern lakes or the United Slates, com- 
municate with each olhqr and form a connected 
chain. It is only natural also to suppose that the 
country in ths 
vicinity of 
tiicse new lakes 


discovered by Dr. 
Livingstone will be found 


lo be as fertile aud as well adapted for European 
colonization as that round the lakes of Speke and 
Grant. A flood of light will soon boshed upon the 
"Dossibilitles" of this wonderful land, which not 
very many years ago was generally believed to be 
a barren desert, w no can say that even the present 
generation will not see it develop lato a civilized 
Anglo-Saxon community, with a grand 
future 


of unlimited freedom and abundant material pros- 
perlly? 


The dangers of the Doctor's jonrnev are now com- 


paratively over. 
TJJ iji is only gome 300 miles from the 


coast, and a road, irequented by regular caravans 
and at present, luckily, also quite safe, exists be- 
tween It and the sea. The territories through which 
the Doctor has now to pass are under the rule of a 
friendly Power, and it is not improbable that he will 
accompany tho caravan which was to set out a 
month after the departure of the last. Communica- 
tion between Europe and Zanzibar 13 somewhat ir- 
regular, and it is uuccrtaln whether the Doctor will 
have to come to Bombay or whether he will have an 
opportunity of proceeding direct to Aden. But this 
Is simply a matter of a few weeks; In a couple of 
months at the furthest the great traveller win be 
again among his own people, and on some beaten 
track oi communication with the civilized world. 


Local Indian affairs are pretty luiec. The annual 


telegram has just arrived from tha Goveraor dea- 
eral's retreat at Simla annouaciag that there will be 
a deficit for the year 18BS-9 of £2,800,000; and, what 
is even worse, tho estimates for the year 1889-7 a 
contemplate also a deficit of nearly £2,000,000.

latter deficit mil probably prove to be 


actually much higher, although the customary 
promise is made of rigorous retrenchment in every 
branch of expenditure. A deficit is aow ft regular 
thing and excites but little surprise. Ileavily taxed 
aa the couatry is the government is carried on with 
such a reckless disregard of economy that nothing 
better can be anticipated.

Among 
these, undoubtedly the worst, is the treatment of 
widows. Until the government stopped it ail widows 
were required to "perlormsnttce," or voluntarily 
allow taemselves to be burnt on the same funeral 
pile with the body ol theii-deceased husband. The 
reason of this custom is generally believed to have 
been the prevention ol the poisoning of hus- 
bands by wives, a crime which Hindoo tradi- 
tions state to have been very common prior to

remarriage. All men were warned that they would 
lose their caste if they married a widow,and the latter 
have been consequently almost comoedad to resort 
to prositutlon for their sustenance. Several wealthy, 
high caste people, however, have lateiy risked ex- 
communication, and have openly married relicts 01 
members oi their own caste. Xhese gentlemen have

riage of widows, 
A very wealthy and influential 
caste (the daivadnya, or goldsmiths) have as a body 
Riven m tueir adhesion to the reform movement, so 
far as this question is involved. 


Major Glasse, the British officer who has been 
charged with causing the death of a little native 
girl by a criminal outrage, is to be tried on the isth 
instant at the chiel criminal court of the Punjab. 
The general impression is that he purchased the girl 
for immoral purposes iroui her narjnte, and that but 
for her death nothing would have been heard of tae 
affair. Such bargains are not uncommon between 
rich and poor natives; but it is felt to be a great 
scandal that a white man, especially one wearing1 
her Majesty's uniform, ahouid have descended to so 
horrible a crime. 


From the Persian Gulf we have bnt scanty news 
here in Bombay. 
Tne Arabs at Bagdad have been 
vigorously repressed, and at last accounts were sur- 
rounded In a morass. The supposition that they had 
cut the cable was correct. The line, however, has 
again been repaired.

MILITARY NOTES. 


It is very graUIylng to know thjt the members of 


the Sevcnsy-lirst regiment who have the welfare of 
the Eational Qnard at heart—aad they are the 
majority or the regiment—have determined to bring 
to punishment those members who, after the inspec- 
tion on Thursday evening last, conducted themselves 
in such an outrageous manner In tho public streets. 
Atteation was oa Saturday called to the conduct of the 
men alluded to in these columas, not because such 
things have not beeu done by members of other 
regiments, bat simply because the aeveaty-flrst ia a 
regiment which has a reputation that should not 
bo lost by the action or a few men. There are com- 
mands la the militia, sad to say, who do not care a 
pm-a point whether they conduct themselves pro- 
perly or not when la uulform on the street, and 
scores oi the members of which arc met with alter 
drills or entertainments in uniform in places that 
disgrace the uniform and conducting themselves 
as gentlemea should not. 
Exposure to such 


regiments would be nothing. But, to a regi- 
ment like the Seventy-first, denunciation, or tneir 
bad members serves buc to rouse tae good 
members to the work or getting rid of them. The 
adjutant of the command, it is pleasing to note, has 
already signified his laleatloa of haviag the conduct 
of the men who acted so improperly slrted to the 
bottom, la this coaaection It might be suggested 
that if commandants of regiments should give their 
men to underslaad that for nay one of them to be 
discovered in uniform iu a liquor store, or in tee 
street under the influence or liquor, dismissal would 
be the Inevitable result, there would be less of the 
disgraceful scenes in the ,ntreets after drills or mili- 
tary balls, which have of lute become altogether too 
frequent.

llAVAKA, Nov. 9, 1809. 


There is mncli excitement here concerning the 


political situation in Spain. Though, the ussal care 
ia taKen to keep matters secret, it is understood that 
a telegram was received here oa Sunday evening au- 
nonnciag that Seri-aao had left the regency and Prim 
beea made dictator. Only me voz ae CMa of the 
papers here makes any mention of tne news. In Its 
issue of the stu it says:— "Amoag the rnmora circu- 
la:ed since yesterday to which wo cannot give cre- 
dence is oae that the Regent of the kingdom nas 
renounced his elevated charge. This adds to the 
geaeral aaxiety, and the attention of the public is 
for the moment distracted from the affairs ol the 
island and fixed on the Peninsula. " Following this, 
La, roz strongly deprecates the mystery thrown 
around the political situation, and insists that In 
times like these publicity is much less deleterious 
than silence. 
Following upon this are other 


ramors concerning the establishment of a republic 
in Spain, the antagonisms of the officials ia the 
island here growing out ot tha convulsions at home, 
the probable attempts of the Spanish element here 
to get up an independent government, all tending 
to throw the public mmd iato a state of chaos and 
create the greatest anxiety and alarm. The tele- 
gram referred to pnroorts to come Irom Sefior Don 
Manuel Calvo, a long time resident of this island, 
where tte acquired a large fortune. He has beeu 
for many moatiis in Spaia, and seems to have de 
voted most or his attention to affairs here. At a 
meeting of the Casino Espauol (Spanish Clnb) held 
last evening, the many services or this individual 
were under coasicleratioa and much praise and ob- 
ligation were awarded him. He was spoken of as 
oae who had made a large fortune ia the island "by 
favor ol Providence," which would seem to indicate 
that the Great Ruler loos? favorably upon the slave 
trade, a thing not generally believed. Cy tae way, it 
is more than intimated that the proceedings among 
the patriotic sons of Spaia who comprise this cin& 
are not all of the rose-water oraer, that many of the 
members despair of seemg good emerge from the 
ezistlng convulsions in Spain, and are in favor of 
striking out for themselves, while others regard such 
saatiments as treasonable to the last degree, aad iu 
response cry oat Znsurrectos! which is not compli- 
mentary to a son of the Cid. 


Touching the Insurrection La Prensa. is not san-

Iu France 
the position ig not such aa to satisfy any patriot ie 
Frenchman, ror it gives iiltle hope for even a be- 
glaalng of real constitutional government.

Home every nerve is strained to prevent the union 
ol Ituly and destroy the future of the nation. In 
Eome a council is about to be assembled which fills 
the mind of every serious aad enlightened Catholic 
with dread and anxiety, for tho majority of men be- 
lieve that its decrees will place the Catholic world un- 
der the necessity of either blindly obeying or openly 
or openly revolting, thus placing- itself in opea hos- 
tility with everything waich is dear to the civiliza- 
tion of modern times.

te Spanish Throne and Conflicting Span- 


ish Factions. 


Our latest news from Europe regarding 


Spanish affaire seems to imply that the situa- 
tion is more hopeful, that Cabinet dissensions 
have ceased, and that toe young Duke of 
Genoa is to be the successful candidate for 
ths Spanish throae. Some two days ago the 
announcement was made that the Date's 
mother, remembering, no doubt, the fate of 
the late Emperor Maximilian, was utterly 
opposed to her son's candidature. In this she 
was but imitating the example of her royal 
brother, Victor Eznanuel, who would not give 
his consent to the candidature of his son, the 
Dake of Aosta. It appears, however, that 
the Italian Cabinet has resolved to present no 
obstacles to the election of the Duke of Genoa 
to the thronf of Spain, and that infor-

to 
the 
Spanish 
government. 
Another 


and not less important announcement Is to the 
effect that 
Admiral Topete, who recently 


retired from the Cabinet anS. ceased to be 
Minister of Marine, in consequence of the dis- 
favor shown to his candidate, the Duke of 
Montpensier, has been elected Vice President 
of the Constituent Cortes. It is really diffi- 
cult to say what is the exact import of this 
election. 


How Iho throne question will be settled is 


not yet clear. It is undeniable tliat it is for 
the interest of Spain that it be settled without 
delay. The Spaniards, and especially those 
in power, ara much to blame for the vacilla- 
tion—the want of a fixed and steady purpose— 
which in this matter they have displayed 
throughout. They have no doubt had diffi- 
culties to contend with; but it was not neces- 
sary that they should drag the crown of 
Charles V. in the dust. Had there been a 
little more dignity the crown would have 
been regarded 
as 
a prize 
and would 


have been coveted 
by many. The de-

no doubt largely due to the influence of Napo- 
leon. It is not our opinion that Napoleon has 
interposed in the throne question in any very 
emphatic manner. His wishes have no doubt 
been made known. But his last experience in 
king making was too painful to allow him again 
ia circumstances so similar to repeat the 
experiment. The Spanish government would 
have consulted its own interests and the 
interests of the people at large had it been 
less obsequious to the imperial ruler of France. 
If it had proceeded at once, after the pass- 
ing into law of the new constitution, to the 
election of a king, the decision of the Spanish 
people would have beea respected by Europe 
and the world, and Napoleon would not have 
dared to interfere. 
As matters now stand 


Napoleon has quite as much cause to regret 
the delay as has the Spanish government, or, 
indeed, any section of the Spanish people; 
for the delicate state of his health, the increas- 
ing strength of the opposition and his strong 
desire to make certain and secure his son's 
succession render the settlement of outside 
questions as speedily as possible an absolute 
necessity. 


As Spain seems bent on having a king we 


have no reason to object to the Duke of 
Genoa. He will, to be sure, be a helpless 
boy, but his very helplessness may be in his 
favor. It cannot be said, however, that his 
success is yet at all certain. Of all the can- 
didates his chances are, perhaps, the best; 
but his rivals have numerous and powerful 
partisans. The Duke of Montpensier is gtill 
ia the field. Serrano, Topete and the Union- 
ist party generally, which is far aad away 
the most respectable party in Spain, are 
pledged to him. We have seen already that 
Topete's attachment to Montpensier made it a 
necessity for him, on the ground of honor, 


retire from the Cabinet. The fact that 


Sei-ano still remains at his post encourages 
the b»Uef that the cause of Montponsier is not 
yet desj-qrate. Dom Ferdinand of Portugal is 
the only other candidate whose name is 
now meatimed. 
But Dom Ferdinand is 


spoken of no* only as a compromise. The 
domestic relations of Ferdinand, even if hia 
chances otherwise vere better than they are, 
prevent us, from believing that in the event o) 
the Cortes not being aVJe to agree upon either 
of the other two the fejanish people -would 
have him for king. A wife by a morganatic 
marriage, with a stage reputation, could not at 
this stage with much grace be substituted for 
Isabella. If under stress of circumstances such 
a state of thirgs should be brought about the 
revolution will certainly have a very Hlogica; 
conclusion. It is plain to our mind that Prim 
has made up his mind'that Montpensier shaV 
not be elected. Prim knows well that under 
Montpensier he could find no place. It is thii 
which, more than the known opposition of the 
Emperor Napoleon, explains Prim's conduct 
It is this, too, which makes it not improbabl 
that in the event of the Unionists proving toi 
strong he may yet divide the progressive party 
carry a section of them over to the ranks o 
the republicans, remain at the head, of th 


irmy and thus domiaate the situation. Tho 
election* of Topete to the vice presidency of 
he Constituent Cortes, if it means anything, 
means this—that ia the National Assembly 
here is large Unionist force. 


Now that the ecclesiastical estimates dim- 


uulty has been got over and the Cabinet Minis- 
era hare become reconciled the election of a 
dug can no longer be put off. Who will be 
nominated? Tho Duke of Genoa alone? or 
ho Duke of Monlpeneier alone? or both?

We published yesterday in full the important 
ecision ot Judge G. G. Barnard, in Chambers 
f the Supreme Court of this city, on Saturday 
last, in the case of Beatrice Bissell, an ialant, 
y her guardian, against John B. Bissell, for 
limited divorce on the ground of abandon- 


ment. The defendant admitted the abandon- 


lent, but denied the marriage. The parties 
ad been living in Brooklyn. The plaintiffs 
ase was that a marriage having been agreed 
pon between them, and the usual prepara- 
wns having been made on her part, she met the 
efendant (1867) by appointment in New York, 
nd that while they were riding together in 
carriage ia the Park defendant placed a 


ing upon her finger, sayfag, "This is your 
redding ring. 
We are married. 
We are 


married just as much as Charles is to his wife 
referring to his brother and sister-in-law). I 
will live with you and take care of you all the 


ays of my life as my wife." That to this she 
ssented, and that accordingly as man and 


wife they lived together till his abandonment 
if her in August last; and that shortly before 
;he abandonment he induced her to sign a 
iaper, drawn by himself, stating that no mar- 
riage ceremony had been performed between 
hem. 


The defendant, on his examination, put in 


he-plea that he never agreed to take the plain- 
iff as his wife; that it was agreed she should 
ive with him as his mistress and that ho 
hould pass her off as his wife; that he gave 
er the wedding ring so as to decievc other 
>eoplo and to avoid suspicion, as he feared 
f discovered ia their boarding house that 
hey were not married they would be turned 
jut. There was no pretence that up to the 
ime of the alleged marriage the plaintiff was 
not blameless ia her conduct. 


Judge Barnard, after reviewing- tke evi- 


dence, the law, the authorities and the pre- 
cedents bearing upon this case, declared him- 
self satisfied that an actual marriage was 
contracted between the parties, and that if 
the defendant, while endeavoring to accom- 
plish the ruin of a virtuous girl, blundered 
nto matrimony he has no one but himself to 
jlame. Tho Judge further remarked that "if 
;he practice is as common as the defendant 
alleges of men passing off their mistresses as 
heir wives, and allowing them to bear their 
names without any marriage contract, it is 
ime they should learn the risks to which they 
expose themselves in thus trifling with the 
marriage institution and tho good order of 
society;" that there should be a decree declar- 
ing the plaintiff the lawful wife of tho defend- 
ant, and adjudging a limited divorce and ali- 
mony, with coats and reasonable expenses. 
Judge Fithian's recent decision in the case of 
Durand vs. Durand is of the same character; 
and these examples are; at this time of general 
awlessness, to be especially commended, and 
they will meet the endorsement of all honest 
men, in view of the good effect they will surely 
lave as a warning to the whole tribe of grace- 
ess adventurers di sposed to "trifle with the 
marriage institution and the good order of 
society." It is high time, indeed, that, in 
regard to the marriage institution, the line 
should bo drawn between the laws of New 
York and the license of Chicago, and in this 
Bissell case we have it broadly and clearly 
defined. 


The Charter Election—movements of tiie 


Politicians. 


The contest over the prizes to be awarded 


to the successful candidates in the election on 
the first Tuesday in December next is being 
waged with increasing zeal and vigor as the 
final moment approaches. 
The Tammany 


leaders are quietly looking on at the struggle, 
awaiting, before rendering their verdicts, tho 
development of the political strength in the 
separate districts and wards of the various can- 
didates. Tlie sine qua. -non, for a nomination 
to any office by Tammany, such nomination 
being tantamount to election at the polls, is 
political capital, or, what is the same thing, 
the power to control democratic votes. Indi- 
vidual merit and qualifications for the office 
sought aro but secondary considerations in 
making up the slate, and therefore it is only 
on rare occasions we find men of high or re- 
spectable standing in the community enter the 
political arena for any but the very highest 
offices, and then only in submission to the 
pressure brought to bear upon them by their 
fellow citizens. 


The principal contest is over the vacancies 


in the civil and police justiceships. 
The 


candidates therefor are very numerous^ and oa 
the whole all more or less eligible and quali- 
fied to fill the offices for which they aspire. 
The candidates for the coming vacancies in the 
civil courts especially have, by early studies, 
professional predilections and legal experience, 
qualified themselves to discharge the duties of 
justices. This is at the present time very for- 
tunate for the best interests of the people, in- 
asmuch as the Tammany Regency can hardly 
make a mistake in the selection of their nomi- 
nees or their appointees to tho civil justice 
courts. 
It is very different with the police 


justices. 
For the discharge of the duties of 


this latter office no legal training or attain- 
ments seem to be necessary, and therefore any 
ragtag and bobtail of the party who by any 
means acquires an ascendancy in his ward or 
district can press himself into the place. The 
complications which rendered necessary all 
the strategy and political fiaesso of the leaders 
to unravel in connection with the late Senato- 
rial and Assembly elections, and the pledges 
then extorted from them, deprive the Eegency 
of untrammelled action in the selection of this 
class* of candidates. 
This is to some extent 


unfortunate, as there is little doubt the chief 
slatemaker, Peter Bismarck Sweeny, is most 
anxious to commemorate the late triumphs of 
the party by conceding to the citizens the Ions 
wished for but lona withheld boon of having 


presented for their suffrages candidates in 
every respect worthy of their support. The 
struggle over tho police justice vacancies is 
.therefore almost as perplexing to the leaders 
'as was the Senatorial contest. 
A few days s 


more, however, will bring it and the whole 
charter election contest to an end, whon 
peace, it is to be hoped, will once more reign 
ia the councils of Tammany.

Home is perfecting the arrange- 
ments for the Ecumenical Council, while from 
London, strange to Bay, we have a simple 
statement of what the writer alleges will ba 
the moderate, simple proceedings of the mem- 
bers of that most reverend and august assem- 
blage.

Germany and France the public mind was 
still more and more engaged in a considera- 
tion of the Roman Council and a canvass of its 
probable influence and results. Paris presents 
itself in its peculiar character of a world of 
lite nourishing within the ordinary world— 
speaking of love, murder, religion, democracy 
and mobocracy, with the watchful eye of 
imperialism over all. 
The King of Prussia 


complimented Scotland by specially presenting 
to the municipality and people of Peterhead a 
memorial monument in honor of tho late Field 
Marshal Keith. 
The correspondence which 


took place on this interesting occasion IB also 
given. From British India come wretchedly 
doleM accounts of the miseries produced by 
the sword of Warren Hastings, with a con- 
firmation of tho news of Doctor Livingstone's 
safety. So that we may, with very great justice 
and a very considerable amount of that honor- 
able legitimate pride which ever results from 
successful enterprise, conclude our remarks by 
calling attention to the manner in which 
Europe, Asia, tho Spanish West Indies and

NAPOLEON'S NEW POLICY.—The Emperor 


of the French has shown good sense in not 
disturbing the recent public demonstrations in 
Paris. He has finally seen that the people 
must have more liberty of action, and though 
he has all the necessary power at hand to 
crush any actual violation of the peace, he 
does not object to their giving vent to their 
feelings. In fact, he has substituted the 
policy of repression for that of suppression. 
The great object to be gained by Napoleon is 
to make the French nation clearly understand 
that his government depends upon its support. 
By gaining this point ha will gain more than 
by any conquest achieved by the force of 
arms. And by adopting these measures he 
will gain the good will of the people, and may 
also secure the succession of his dynasty.

Elective Monastics. 


It IB a curious fact, reflecting the spirit and 


irogress of tho present age, that tho dynasties 
if the nations of Europe have lost to some 
xtout their hereditary character, and havo 
lecome, Cirectly or indirectly, elective. This 
s a remarkable conoession to tho democratic 
>rinciplo of government by tho people, and 
hoivs how rapidly tho feudal ideas of (he 
world aro passing away. It shows, too, how 
lowerfully the successful working of republi- 
saa self-government in America is acting upon 
he thoughts and political institutions of 
Barope. In no country has the pure prin- 
iple of democracy—that the wisest and best 
shall be chosen to govern—been carried out 
•et. 
We have come nearer to it in the 


Tnited States than the people of any other 
country. In the early and purer times of 
he republic, when Washington, Adams and 
Tefferson were chosen President, the people 
did recognize and carry out this principle, or 
did even in later times, and now they have 
not forgotten it. That, in fact, is the theory 
of the government, though party caucuses, 
conventions and leading men have made the 
election of our rulers subject, in a great 
measure, to political management and bar- 
gains. Still the appeal in the end is to the 
voice of the people, and a man is never chosen 
President who is obnoxious to the majority. 
Although the elective principle in government 
iias not reached this point in Europe it is 
;aining ground, and monarchs even begin to 
submit their claims to the national plebiscite. 


The idea or monarchical dogma of govern- 


ing by divine right was not generally insisted 
upon until the feudal ages and until the Pope 
of Rome gave the sanction and support of the 
Church to the dogma. It is true the right of 
monarchical inheritance had been admitted in 
some countries, and in. others had been 
accepted as the most convenient mode of dis- 
posing of the crown long before the feudal 
ages, or even before the commencement of the 
Christian era. But generally the right to 
imperial or kingly power was that of the 
strongest. 
Right and might went together. 


Yet the elective principle was not entirely 
ignored, though in practice it had little force ; 
for even tho Roman emperors for a long time 
went through some form of election, either by 
the soldiers or a certain class of the commu- 
nity. 
After Charlemagne had made himself 


master of the Empire of the West, extending 
from the Baltic to the Mediterranean and from 
the Atlantic to the Sarre, the Theiss and the 
Oder, and was crowned by Pope Leo III. in 
St. Peter's church on Christmas day of the 
eight hundredth year of the Christian era, the 
foundation was laid for the divine right of 
kings under the sanction and support of tho 
Church. From the time of this great emperor, 
too, the feudal system arose and became the 
ally and support of anointed monarchy. This 
was the nature of government over the nations 
of Europe for nearly a thousand years. 
That 


period has been called the Dark Ages, and dark 
enough they wore, for the people wore only the 
slaves of their rulers. The first really great 
shock this system of government received was 
when Cromwell and his Parliament cut off the 
anointed head of Charles the First of England. 
But feudalism and tho divine rights of kings 
received their deathblow at the latter end of 
the eighteenth century, through the establish- 
ment of the American republic and the French 
revolution. 
These mighty events under- 


mined the system that had existed a thousand 
years and upheaved society from its very 
foundation. 


However, a reaction came in Europe. 
An- 


other Charlemagne arose—Napolooa Bona- 
parte—who had the ambition to establish again 
the Empire of the West. Charlemagne was Na- 
poleon's prototype. The aim of both was alike 
and both used the military power to accom- 
plish their object. There is this difference, 
however: one was born to a kingdom and tho 
other was the offspring of revolution. Na- 
poleoa recognized his position as the offspring 
of revolution, and while he carved out his 
own astonishing success and future with the 
sword he always claimed to be the choice of 
the people and the enemy of the old dynasties 
and feudal system. We all know how futile 
wore the attempts of the Holy Alliance to undo 
the work of the great French revolution and 
to restore tho divine right of kings after 
Napoleon fell. The monarchs and statesmen of 
that day did not comprehend the mighty pro- 
gress the world had made in a quarter of a 
century. They did not understand that it had 
made greater progress in that brief period than 
during a thousand years before. 


The French i evolution of 1848 was another 


vast stride toward popular and republican gov- 
ernment. Louis Napoleon appealed to the vole 
of the French people when he was a candi- 
date for their ruler. Of course he relied greatly 
upon the prestige of his name and the affec- 
tionate remembrance of his uncle by the 
French, but he proclaimed the right of the 
people to- choose their ruler. Though he made 
the coup fftlat and himself Emperor after- 
wards, and has since endeavored to establish 
personal government, after the manner of the 
old divine right monarchs, he has in words 
and theory continued to recognize the right 
of the people to govern and to choose their 
rulers. While he is'most anxious, no doubt, to 
secure the throne for his son and to perpetuate 
his dynasty, he begins to see that he must 
popularize his government and rely upon 
the will of the people. In this he has 
a most potent helpmate in the Empress 
Eugenie. 
While ho gratifies the vanity of 


France by the glory he has brought and is 
bringing to it, and satisfies 
the 
French 


through tho material prosperity he has stimu- 
lated, the Empress fascinates them by her 
charming manners, exquisite taste and sur- 
prising tact. Both are working to secure the 
voice of the French people in favor of the 
young prince, their sou, when the Emperor 
shall close his mortal career. Perhaps the 
Empress is doing most both with tho French 
and with the governments and people of 
other countries to bring about the result they 
so much desire. At least It is evident they 
recognize the fact that it is necessary to 
respect the will of fho people in the matter. 
So far, then, the dynasty is elective even in 
France. 


We see in Spain this principle more posi- 


tively acknowledged, for at this very time the 
representatives of the people in the Cortes are 
voting for a monarch. In the case of Greece, 
we believe, tho great Powers which exorcised 
a eort of protectorate thore submitted the 


[uesllon of choosing a. king to the people, 
.'hough there may be in such cases a good 
leal of outside influence exercised, the prin- 
ciple is admitted even by the great dynastia 
?owors themselves. This of itself we regard 
as a vast stride towards popular or republican, 
•overnments in Europe. The people are fast 
reaching a point vrfieu they will no longer be 
sold or transferred lika cattle from ono owner 
or ruler to another. 
The press, tho telegraph 


.nd eteam power are rapidly enlighteningbotli 
mankind at large and governments as to their 
rights and duties. In this surprising progress, 
iOO, the success of elective and representative 
jovernment in America is playing an Impor- 
tant part, and is making a powerful impression 
upon Europe. 
This country is the pioneer of 


nations In tho new age, and we may expect to 
see ere long all governments, dynastic as well 
as republican, chosen by the people.

The Health Board and the Fat Bollnrs. 


We like the emphatic tone, facti, arguments 


and conclusions of the report of Dr. Harris, of 
the Health Board, published yesterday, on the 
garbage, bone and fat boiling nuisances. 
The 


Board at last flatly decides that the nasty, yea, 
the disgustingly offensive, establishment at ths 
foot of West Thirty-eighth street "should ba 
forthwith removed to some place which Is aS 
least one mile distant from streets and much 
frequented roads, unless the company can and 
will comply with each and every requirement 
in the conditions and terms of tho Board's per- 
mit." We think so, too, and we think that the 
Board should name a day beyond which thia 
offensive establishment aforesaid will not ba 
permitted to remain in its present locality. 
There must bo a limit to these indulgences or 
the nuisance will not bs abated or removed, 
although it directly preys upon tho health and 
property of a hundred thousand people. 
The 


health of every family and the value of every 
house and lot within a mile of that fat render- 
ing concern are depreciated by its poisonous 
odors, and yet the Board of Health still deals 
in indulgences. The nuisance will havo to bo 
removed, and the sooner the better. 


THE DBAWBAOK: FEATFDS.—From the details 


•we have published of the examination and 
disclosures made in the matter of the large- 
batch of drawback frauds unearthed in the 
Custom House we have reason to expect that 
the guilty parties, principals and confederates, 
and their modus opcrandi and the amounts 
lost to the Treasury -will soon be reached.

Ais haa previously 
been stated in these despatches, the financial ques- 
tion will be the leading teature or tho President's 
suggestions to Congress. His theory or dealing with 
the great financial burden now weigalng upon the 
government is simple and comprehensive, and if 
carried out by wise lezlslattoa a year hence will wit- 
ness the practical operation or the system, giving tha 
debt a more solid basis and the industries of the 
country relieved from the uncertainties and fluctu- 
ations which are continually destroying value. 
The President, 
since his inauguration, with- 


out 
the aid 
or Congress, has 
Jn a mas- 


;erly manner brought the debt of the nation 
into more successful management than ever before; 
ana if Congress shows but a fraction of the foresight 
of the Executive we may expect even greater 
results. The three principles upon which the Presi- 
dent begun his management of tne finances ot ths 
;overnment were the collection of ail tne revenues, 
or at least so much of It as official integrity and effi- 
ciency could collect, to reduce the expenses of the 
government and to liquidate the debt as rapidly as 
possible. 
Subsequent events show that In each of 


hese cardinal rules of his financial administration 
he has succeeded anmirably, and in some cases, aa 
he nas said himself, beyond his most sanguine ex- 
pectations. The revenue dally brings in enormous 
returns. The expenditures have been cat down by 
millions, and the debt has been reduced $45,000,000 
In excess of the amount authorized by Congress. 
What is evidently desired by the President is to 
allow the present tax bill to remain untouched, In 
irder that by a continuance of the present large re- 
venue the debt can bo so disposed of as to afford a 
lanjnbie modification a year hence. About a dozen

The BeTkcap - Sherman 
Difference — 'That 


Herald Gets Evemiiina"—Byer and His 
Court of Inquiry—Tlie Fees of Eia Counsel 
Not Allowed. 


WASHINGTON. Nov. 14,1869. 


Last week I sent yon a despatch abost, Secretary 


BelKnap and General Sherman, in which I alluded 
;o certain acts of the former "which showed him to 
be a man of decided character and firmness. For 
some reason or other my despatch has been, re- 
garded as an evidence of an open Breach, between 
;he War JIinis:ecand-tii» aoaeral or tne Armies. It 
uuia be unfair to allow such an impression to gain 


ground. The truth Is that no personal difficulty has 
occurred. It Is merely one or oHlclal authority. 
General Belitnap and General Sherman are socially 
Mends, and good ones at that, so far as I am. In- 
formed. But officially General Belicnap is one of 
;hose earnest men who believe in having their posi- 
tions understood, and who toow how to assert au- 
thority without giving offence. This is the plainest 
manner in which to explain the situation. Belknap 
found orders issued by Sherman which he could not 
sanction and which he, therefore, countermanded 
without reuard to persons or places. This he was 
conscientiously bound to do, or else lay himself open 
:o the imputation of being Borie-tzed. 
It is curious how my despatch on the subject has 


been twisted and tortured into different meanings. 


iven people employed in the War Department have 
been misled into the belief that there exists an open 
war between Bcllcnap ana Slierman; while others 
declare that there has been no conflict, either per- 
sonal or official. 


A row days after tae publication of tny despatch 


two high officers wero dining at 'Wormley's restau- 
rant, and among other things got to talKlug about 
the reported difference between Belknap and Sher- 
man.

In the 
main that article la correct. The Secretary has 
countermanded the payment or a claim passed by 
Sherman while he was acting as Secretary of War. 
And, what is more, tha claim was one which Sher- 
man, when performing els celebrated march to the 
sea, promised to see made all right. Tne counter- 
manding order is a sort or rettectioa upon Sherman 
as a general and also as Secretary of War."

and in due time was laid before the Cabinet for their 
consideration. Attorney General Soar opposed pay- 
ment of the bill, and on his advice It was resolved 
tnat tne government had no right to defray the ex- 
penses of Dyer's counsel. So the worthy Chief of 
Ordnance finds himself not only with a libel suit on 
hand, but with a responsibility for the payment of 
$5,000 for defeadina himself from charges against

1C b understood that one of the points of

will suggest to Congress the desirability or 
adopting such measures as will insure a speedy 
resumption of specie payments. Ais haa previously 
been stated in these despatches, the financial ques- 
tion will be the leading teature or tho President's 
suggestions to Congress. His theory or dealing with 
the great financial burden now weigalng upon the 
government is simple and comprehensive, and if 
carried out by wise lezlslattoa a year hence will wit- 
ness the practical operation or the system, giving tha 
debt a more solid basis and the industries of the 
country relieved from the uncertainties and fluctu- 
ations which are continually destroying value. 
The President, 
since his inauguration, with- 


out 
the aid 
or Congress, has 
Jn a mas- 


;erly manner brought the debt of the nation 
into more successful management than ever before; 
ana if Congress shows but a fraction of the foresight 
of the Executive we may expect even greater 
results. The three principles upon which the Presi- 
dent begun his management of tne finances ot ths 
;overnment were the collection of ail tne revenues, 
or at least so much of It as official integrity and effi- 
ciency could collect, to reduce the expenses of the 
government and to liquidate the debt as rapidly as 
possible. 
Subsequent events show that In each of 


hese cardinal rules of his financial administration 
he has succeeded anmirably, and in some cases, aa 
he nas said himself, beyond his most sanguine ex- 
pectations. The revenue dally brings in enormous 
returns. The expenditures have been cat down by 
millions, and the debt has been reduced $45,000,000 
In excess of the amount authorized by Congress. 
What is evidently desired by the President is to 
allow the present tax bill to remain untouched, In 
irder that by a continuance of the present large re- 
venue the debt can bo so disposed of as to afford a 
lanjnbie modification a year hence. About a dozen 
:racR brained Congremen, who are always ready to 
mmortaliza themselves by their financial absnrdl- 
ies, are understood to have so-calied financial pro- 
positions wltn which to bore the sensible men la 
lonzress. The President's view to Oiscouuieiiauco 
.11 financial tinkering will doubtless meet with the 
hearty support or Congress, and at the proper time 
will suggest such a reduction of taxation as will be 
n actual relief to the people. It Is also understood 
hat the funding of the 
national debt at a

xpress himself to Congress. TUe subject or specie 
payments he has or late been considering. He con- 
iders that the fluctuations or gold should be stopped 
at the earliest moment, and that the most direct and 
xpedltlous manner in which to accomplish that 
desirable result wili be in bringing the currency up 
o par. 
This will breat up the infamous operations 


f gold gamblers and save the industrial interests or 
iie country from the ruinous consequences or a cir- 
ulaling medium, affected by combinations of un- 


icipled men. This will, therefore, constitute the 


President's next move in Ills financial policy. The 
manner of effecting this object he haa not as yet 
determined. He may leave the entire question, to 
ingress, suggesting merely that some action bo 
ilcen givinc Him tlie necessary powers to act.

WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


The BeTkcap - Sherman 
Difference — 'That 


Herald Gets Evemiiina"—Byer and His 
Court of Inquiry—Tlie Fees of Eia Counsel 
Not Allowed. 


WASHINGTON. Nov. 14,1869. 


Last week I sent yon a despatch abost, Secretary 


BelKnap and General Sherman, in which I alluded 
;o certain acts of the former "which showed him to 
be a man of decided character and firmness. For 
some reason or other my despatch has been, re- 
garded as an evidence of an open Breach, between 
;he War JIinis:ecand-tii» aoaeral or tne Armies. It 
uuia be unfair to allow such an impression to gain 


ground. The truth Is that no personal difficulty has 
occurred. It Is merely one or oHlclal authority. 
General Belitnap and General Sherman are socially 
Mends, and good ones at that, so far as I am. In- 
formed. But officially General Belicnap is one of 
;hose earnest men who believe in having their posi- 
tions understood, and who toow how to assert au- 
thority without giving offence. This is the plainest 
manner in which to explain the situation. Belknap 
found orders issued by Sherman which he could not 
sanction and which he, therefore, countermanded 
without reuard to persons or places. This he was 
conscientiously bound to do, or else lay himself open 
:o the imputation of being Borie-tzed. 
It is curious how my despatch on the subject has 


been twisted and tortured into different meanings. 


iven people employed in the War Department have 
been misled into the belief that there exists an open 
war between Bcllcnap ana Slierman; while others 
declare that there has been no conflict, either per- 
sonal or official. 


A row days after tae publication of tny despatch 


two high officers wero dining at 'Wormley's restau- 
rant, and among other things got to talKlug about 
the reported difference between Belknap and Sher- 
man. 


"I Bay, General, did you see that article In the 


HEKALD about Sherman getting snubbed by the Sec- 
retary?" said one.

now? Is there any truth in it?" 


"To be frank with you, Major, and talMug confi- 


dentially, of course, there is something In it. In the 
main that article la correct. The Secretary has 
countermanded the payment or a claim passed by 
Sherman while he was acting as Secretary of War. 
And, what is more, tha claim was one which Sher- 
man, when performing els celebrated march to the 
sea, promised to see made all right. Tne counter- 
manding order is a sort or rettectioa upon Sherman 
as a general and also as Secretary of War."

Dyer, how- 
ever, told the General that he would prefer to have 
tlie ijneation referred to the President, as some Im- 
portant powts were involved. 
General Sherman 
acquiesced, the bill was referred to the President, 
and in due time was laid before the Cabinet for their 
consideration. Attorney General Soar opposed pay- 
ment of the bill, and on his advice It was resolved 
tnat tne government had no right to defray the ex- 
penses of Dyer's counsel. So the worthy Chief of 
Ordnance finds himself not only with a libel suit on 
hand, but with a responsibility for the payment of 
$5,000 for defeadina himself from charges against

If the reader will take these two as specimens of 


the ecclesiastic responses made to the S banish aov 
eminent they will have accurate knowledge of tho 
position aud relation of tiie Church to the Stuto, as 
resarded by the archbishops and prelates of the 
kingdom. Those who are aware of the determined 
opposition made by tho Cardinal Archbishop of San- 
tiago to religious liberty In Spaia within the Cortes 
will not be surprised at his tone now; but that a 
man of his profound learning and length of years 
cannot see tho gulf which he is aiding to open wider 
between Church and State Is certainly a matter of 
wonder, and regret also, to all who wish well to the 
Catholic Church. This course of the prelates aud 
spiritual chiefs but alienates those who were once 
iheir most powerful abettors ill their determined 
opposition to religious liberty. Already mere are 
Indications that the chic's of the democratic parly, 
who were the most enthusiastic m their cause, 
intend to submit a proposition to the Cortes, at next 
session, for the complete separation of Church from 
State. With the democrats will of course bo united 
the most Important of the progresista party, as well 
as the entire republican body, and no oue need won- 
der if this separation will ue consummated early 
next session. 
The responses made by the Bishon of Leon ana 
several from the Asturias, well known to be Carlist 
sympathisers, though not proved abettors, are 
Jesuitical iu the extreme.

oprics, CS4; abbevs, 11,400: chapters, 83i?; pa'rishc-s 
1^7,000; religious hospitals, 7,000; religious; orders 
and confraternities, i3,ooi); monasteries, -10,030; nun- 
neries, 13.5JO; secular priests, 3i2,ooo; monks, 
4'jo,o(iU;

Those who are aware of the determined 
opposition made by tho Cardinal Archbishop of San- 
tiago to religious liberty In Spaia within the Cortes 
will not be surprised at his tone now; but that a 
man of his profound learning and length of years 
cannot see tho gulf which he is aiding to open wider 
between Church and State Is certainly a matter of 
wonder, and regret also, to all who wish well to the 
Catholic Church. This course of the prelates aud 
spiritual chiefs but alienates those who were once 
iheir most powerful abettors ill their determined 
opposition to religious liberty. Already mere are 
Indications that the chic's of the democratic parly, 
who were the most enthusiastic m their cause, 
intend to submit a proposition to the Cortes, at next 
session, for the complete separation of Church from 
State. With the democrats will of course bo united 
the most Important of the progresista party, as well 
as the entire republican body, and no oue need won- 
der if this separation will ue consummated early 
next session. 
The responses made by the Bishon of Leon ana 
several from the Asturias, well known to be Carlist 
sympathisers, though not proved abettors, are 
Jesuitical iu the extreme.

Street, and tho volume of business at the Sock Ex 
change Tar below tlio average. A calculation or 
tue sales of stocks lor the expired portion of the 
year shows a decrease of over seven million shares 
as compared with the corresponding period In 1803. 
The decrease duflug the past six weeks Is propor- 
tionately much larser, the transactions In the earlier 
portion or isoa going to reduce the general average. 
It is not very diiilcult to trace the reason' of tuis 
decline. Tlie culmination of the great bull specula- 
tion of last spring aud summer in the panic of 
September ruined thousands of operators and 
.80 Intimluatcd others that the few ventures which 
have since been made were on a more limited scale. 
Those wlio were in tbe habit of moving live hundred 
or a thousand shares have contented themselves 
with a line of ono or two hundred, while the mag- 
•sates of operations lij,ve lert the market severely 
alone. The great capitalists who were in the lists 
last -winter aud last spring have abandoned the 
field to the smaller speculators and to those brokers 
who. Urea or waiting for orders, Have "taken a 
Zmndred" liere and there to meet current office ex- 
penses, carriage lure and the like.

Tbe 
growth, of railway business In this country is such 
that it Is not dicicuit to keep up the receipts, 
although tho crops are not moving. The money 
market is easy and the abundance of funds In New 
fork at present precludes arUtlcial Influences. 
Here is the puzzle which meets Hie cliques. The 
popular movement is not active. Tlie cliques do not 
care which way the public go so that tuey do some- 
thing.

Thera is one 


man, and one only, wao can enkzliten ns, and that 
is Mr. Hastings, the copyial at the Prmca of Wales' 
theatre, a gentleman wlio more tiian anv other on 
earth deserves the compassion of the whole Unman 
race, seeing that upon his own snowing he has not 
only read but copied 2,800 manuscript plays m the 
course of ten years. This lie nas done, and lived to 
tell it, which ia the most wonderrul part of the 
achievement. What has become of all those plays, 
good Mr. Hastings? L9t us not burst In ignorance. 


Tbree new plays have gone from our gaze, not ex- 


actly like beautiful drearas, but rather like terrible 
nightmares, since I wrote yon last. ".Escaped from 
Portland" cas vanished from tue Princess'; "Pro- 
gress" (what mockery to call It so) from tbs Globe 
and "Plain Englisii" from tae Holborn. That fell 
sergeant, Death, is swift in nla arrest, and was nota- 
bly so in tne case of the first named of these unhappy 
productions. "Escapes from Portland" is, or was— 
for, rest it's soul, it's dead—a translation from the 
"Mangenr de Per," a clever play enough In trie origi- 
nal, bat watcd. perlslied or cold and bad treatment on 
its passage Irom the Hoards or the Ambigu Comlciue 
to those of the theatre in Oxford afreet. 
The play 


abounded in horrors, but the horrors It would seem 
were essential to its existence, and tiie attempt to 
pnll them up or even to tone them down proved 
fatal to the life of the flrama. which, after fretting 
and fuming for just one week upon ilr. Vining's 
stage, has been suddenly withdrawn, to tiie no small 
wonder or the play-going public. Bad as the piece 
was there sesined no reason why it Eliouid die; on 
the'contrary, tlie worss it was toe better ehanco n, 
should have iiafl of life; for what Sydney Smith said 
of men is true of pi<iys also—viz., mat "their suc- 
cess Is often in the inverse ratio to their merit." 
Anyliow. it waa thougui" tnat tho acting of Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles Jlataews wouia have pulled it tarongli 
lor a time—"Sea Das allter visum," which means 
that the "gofis" wouldn't nave it at any price; so It 
has disappeared rrom the bills, ana, wUat is still 
more unaccountable, the bouse has been closed. 
The cause of this unlooked-for fiasco gives to tae 
quid nnncs and scandal mongers abundant scope 
for speculation, and all manner or wild rumors 
are afloat.

the one which, whether true or false, seems to win 
moat credence, Is tnat the piece was brought out 
only as a stop-sap paiiumg the production of a new 
drama by Mr. Dion Boucicault; that that most pro- 
lific of writers failed to deliver bjg play at the atipu- 
laied time, and that having so failed air. Vlnln^ lias 
shut the doors to make out a case ror special 
damages in an action at law. How tiiis may DB I 
cannot undertake to determine. 
Meantime ilr. 


Bouclcault is off to tae Continent, his physicians 
havme prescribed that course as the only chance for 
the restoration or bis hcaltli. However the facts 
may be, one cannot but feel ror poor Mr. Tlnlng, be 
has been so unfortunate In liia enterprises oi°late. 
He has spent a pot of money upon tile beautifying of 
ills theatre; yet nobody will go there. "Acis and 
Galatea" proved a woeful failure, and no better rate 
lias overtaken "Escaped from Portland." Let ns 
hope that be will have better luck tho next time.

The daring loais or a young girl known as* Mile. 
Zagrmo, who is only about fourteen years of iic« 
have ror some time excited tue wonder and admira- 
tion of the luibttues of the Varieties theatre 'ihat 
a girl so youthful, handsome aud seemingly artle~s 
should attempt and successfully perform feats on 
the flying trapeze which older performers were 
afraid to undertake inspired the spectators with 
enthusiasm that often broke forth in the wildest ap- 
plause. Mounted upon a bar, hanging twenty-five 
leet above the floor, this beauttlul. child would 
balance hersell, with arms outstretched aud a smile 
upon her face, and then awinEicg In Ions oscilla- 
tions, stand upon one foot, looking more like a 
creature -of the air than a being or the earth. So 
dangerous d:d her performance appear that mauv 
persons predicted ttttt she would lall and break her 
neck. 


Last night tne prediction came very near beinc,.- 
verifled. Mile, zagnno was some through her usual 
trapeze performances, and had come to that part 
where sne stands on one root, with the bar in rapid 
motion, when she lost her balance. She attempted 
to grasp the bar with her hands but missed it, and 
fell headlong upon the floor, iuside of tne orchesira 
railing, striking on hor right hand and breaking her 
wrist. A deep gash, was also cut tu her forehead and 
her shoulder was severely braised. 
. 
A cry of horror arose from the audience as the 
girl fell, and men started up in the wildest excite- 
ment. Every cheek turned as^.pale aa ashes and 
men and women became as tremulous as though 
stricken with palsy. 


On striking the floor near/the bass viol ths girl 
lay still, and it wa» supposed that she was dead. 
Her rather, who had bseu-wntchlng the performance 
from the stage, at onco came forward, and, leaping 
into the orchestra, llfwd up tho HfeltMs form or ms 
aaugluer aud placed' her upon tne stage. Sha was 
then can led belilnd'the scenes and three phvsiclana 
were sent lor. The uiulience nsrc informed, that 
Mile. Zagrmo was only slightly injured, and the 
show went on, two comic songs being iioxl on the 
programme. 


In a raw mlnntes the girl revived, ana was aWe to 
speak. Slio said she felt 110 great pain except m her 
wriai and begged tne docivrs not co disturb her. .No 
other bonea were broken icxccpt at the wrlbt. Such 
ware the statements ol 'iao ushers, but the audience 
was of the opinion taat the injuries were ol a more 
serious uaturo, and considering that the fall was an 
unbroken oae or tweijty-five feet it would be stransa 
If sevoro Internal infurlcs were not the result. 
In some civilized] countries those reckless trapeze 
performances a«> prohibited by law. Why should 
they be permitted nere? Wo call the attention of 
the '•Huinaua.-Sociely'' which inoeis on Saturday 
night to tuissMbject, and suggest that If it is-wror.g 
to imperil t(i6 me of a XiaUooIc by crowding liim into 
a narrow Jen or a railroad car it is certainly a piece 
of cruelty to force a beautiful ana innocent child to 
swing 'J-Q ona foot twenty-live feet In the air, at tho 
constant peril of falling and breaking hor necK. Wo
